PROCEEDINGS  OF  COMMON  COUNCIL 


REGULAR  SESSION— January  3,    1887. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Monday  evening,  January  3d,  A.  D.  1887,  at  7:30  o'clock, 
in  regular  session.  % 

Present — Hon.  Caleb  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  and  ex  officio  President  of  the  Common

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,  FROM    THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  delivered  the  following  address : 

To  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen:—  One  year  has  passed  since  we  first  met  here  as  the  people's  ser- 
vants. Our  citizens  have  been  reasonably  prosperous  during  that  time.  Fewer 
complaints  of  hard  times  have  been  heard  than  for  several  years  before.  Improve- 
ments throughout  the  city  have  been  as  extensive  as  could  be  expected,  and  the 
quality  of  the  buildings  erected  indicates  a  substantial,  healthy  growth.  With  the 
completion  of  the  State  Capitol,  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  building, 
and  the  new  Union  Depot,  few  cities  in  this  country  can  boast  so  many  costly  and 
tasty  public  structures.  The  city,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  can  begin  to  claim  its 
full  share  of  this  character  of  work.  None  in  the  United  States  of  equal  size  can 
■how  a  more  perfect  and  commodious  public  hall,  or  better  public  market  facilities 
sig.  1.  [  1  ] 
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than  will  soon  be  offered.  Our  City  Hospital  has,  at  last,  become  one  of  the  best 
equipped  in  the  land,  and  an  honor  to  the  city.  Too  much  praite  can  not  be  given 
to  its  late  superintendent  for  his  work  in  building  up  the  institution.  We  have 
engine  houses  of  good  quality,  and  all  we  will  need  for  many  years  Our  sewerage 
system  has  been  nearly  completed,  although  there  are  a  few  lines  of  sewer  yet  badly 
needed,  and  it  is  to  be  regreted  that  the  ten  cent  special  sewer  tax  law  of  1881  was 
not  taken  advantage  of  two  years,  instead  of  one,  before  its  repeal  in  1885.  In  se- 
curing the  permanent  improvements,  which  have  been  in  part  referred  to  above,  a 
large  debt  has  been  contracted,  which  will  soon  begin  to  mature  in  greater  or  less 
annual  sums.  Providing  means  to  defray  our  necessary  running  expenses  and  pay 
the  interest  on  this  bebt,  and  preparing  to  pay  or  refund  the  principal  as  it  matures, 
is  the  matter  which  will  most  concern  us  and  our  successors  for  years  to  come.  In- 
deed, there  are  no  other  difficult  problems  to  solve  in  our  municipal  affairs,  at  this 
time,  except  these. 

On  coming  into  office,  we  found  a  temporary  loan  of  $100,000,  made  in  Novem- 
ber, 1885,  to  make  up  deficiencies  in  the  accounts  of  the  retiring  Treasurer,  and 
defray  current  expenses.  This  loan  was  paid  at  maturity,  as  the  city's  obligations 
have  always  been.  That  amount  has  had  to  be  again  borrowed,  however,  on  ac- 
count of  many  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  past  year,  but  for  which  we  would 
have  been  able  to  pay  off  the  greater  part  of  the  former  loan  during  the  past  year, 
without  renewing  it.  When  we  entered  upon  our  duties  a  year  ago,  we  found  con- 
tracts already  made,  outside  of  the  temporary  loan  before  mentioned,  calling  for 
large  appropriations,  which  we  have  had  to  provide  for.  Among  these  1  may 
mention  the  following :  For  the  erection  of  Tomlinson  Hall,  then  partly  com- 
pleted, which  has  required  an  outlay  since  January  1,1886,  of  $67  200;  steam 
heating  for  the  city  hospital,  $6,000;  fire  alarm  patents  (balance),  $4,000.  During 
the  year  we  have  also  built  the  new  market  house,  at  a  cost  to  date  of  over  $30,000. 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  over  $100,000  have  been  paid  out  during  the  year  for  per- 
manent improvements,  and  in  this  sum  I  do  not  include  the  Delaware  street  sewer, 
the  ceder  block  pavement,  the  Circle  park  walks,  and  other  like  works.  It  will 
not  be  wondered  at,  therefore,  that  the  Finance  Committee  has  had  to  borrow  the 
$100,000  tor  six  and  twelve  months,  negotiated  last  month,  in  practical  renewal  of 
the  temporary  loan  of  1885.  Neither  will  it  seem  strange  if  the  committee  finds  it 
necessary  to  make  a  still  farther  loan  of  $20,000  or  $30,000  to  carry  the  city  over 
till  the  current  taxes  begin  to  come  in. 

A  full  itemized  report  of  our  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  you  by  the  Treasurer  and  City  Clerk,  and  hence  I  will  not  attempt  to  go 
into  particulars  myself.  It  is  sufficient  for  me  to  say,  in  a  general  way,  that  the  pub- 
lic can  not  justly  complain  of  your,year's  work  It  has  only  been  by  strict  economy 
in  all  matters  where  you  could  yourself  control  the  expenditures,  that  you  are  now 
able  to  make  the  very  favorable  showing  which  I  have,  in  a  general  way,  outlined. 

Our  largest  outlays,  even  within  the  regular  course  of  municipal  affairs,  have 
been  quite  beyond  our  control.  The  expenditures  in  one  of  the  most  expensive 
departments  of  the  city  government,  is  arbitrarily  placed  by  law  in  other  hands. 
Several  contracts,  involving  large  expenditures,  had  been  already  entered  into  by 
our  predecessors,  for  a  term  of  years,  when  the  financial  outlook  was  more  hopeful 
than  it  is  now.  These  contracts  huve,  of  course,  had  to  be  fulfilled,  and  all,  with 
one  possible  exception,  will  have  to  be  still  complied  with,  on  the  same  bases,  to  the 
^end  of  our  term. 

Then,  again,  our  net  annual  interest  account  is  more  than  $100,000.  In  con- 
junction with  your  Finance  Committee,  I  tried,  during  the  first  months  of  last 
vear,  to  arrange  to  speedily  refund,  at  least  a  portion  of  our  indebtedness,  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest.  In  this,  however,  we  utterly  failed.  The  holders  of  our  bonds, 
(even  those  who  hold  the  $110,000  falling  due  January  1,  1889,)  decline  to  renew 
them  at  a  lower  rate,  at  least  until  their  maturity. 

With  these  things  clearly  marked  out  for  our  guidance,  it  is  plain  what  our  duty 
will  be  the  coming  year.  While  it  may  not  be  pleasant  for  you  to  deny  many 
needed  improvements  to  your  constituents,  yet,  it  is  very  obvious  that  few  public 
improvements,  in  comparison  with  former  years,  can  be  made. 
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The  action  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  at  its  meeting  in  July  last,  in  reducing 
he  appraisement  of  taxable  property  in  this  city,  and  our  future  income  over 
eleven  per  cent,  as  compared  with  former  years,  will  have  the  eflect  to  cut  down 
our  revenues  more  than  $50,000  this  year,  and  makes  it  necessary  to  reduce  expen- 
ses in  every  department  where  it  can  possibly  be  done.  I  will  not  now  offer  any 
suggestions  as  to  where  I  believe  cuts  ought  to  be  made,  but  hope  the  official  boards 
and  committees  regulating  and  controling  expenditures,  will  at  once  meet  and 
thoroughly  discuss  the  present  financial  conditien  of  the  city.  After  this  has  been 
done,  estimates  should  be  placed  at  the  lowest  possible  amounts,  and  such  reductions 
should  then  be  made  in  the  pay  rolls  of  the  departements,  as  will  certainly  bring 
the  year's  expenditures  within  such  estimates.  In  making  calculations  for  this 
year's  expenditures,  no  allowance  should  be  made  on  account  of  any  expected  leg- 
islative relief  at  the  approaching  session  of  the  General  Assembly ;  for  such  relief, 
if  given,  will  not  likely  become  available  until  1888  And  if,  perchance,  some  leg- 
islation ot  a  special  character  should  be  procured  which  would  increase  our  reve- 
nues before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  extra  sums  will  all  be  needed  to  reduce  or  pay 
off  the  $70,000  of  our  recent  temporary  loan  falling  due  December  15. 

I  will  not  now  refer  to  any  special  legislation  which  the  city  feels  the  need  of,  as 
all  matters  pertaing  to  that  subject  have  been  very  properly  placed  in  the  hands 
•of  a  committee  composed  of  members  of  your  body  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to- 
gether with  the  City  Attorney,  who,  I  am  sure,  will  clearly  place  before  our  Sena- 
tors and  Kepresentatives  all  the  city's  needs,  which  can  be  remedied  by  legislation. 
I  leel  confident  that  the  seven  members  from  Marion  County,  every  one  of  whom 
Tesides  in  this  city,  as  well  as  our  two  joint  members,  one  of  whom  is  also  a  resident 
here,  will  feel  as  much  interest  in  approrching  this  subject  as  to  what  our  city 
needs,  in  the  way  of  legislation,  as  we  do  ourselves;  and  I  have  great  hope,  there- 
fore, that  we  will  get  what  we  ought  to  have. 

The  matter  of  improving  our  parks  is  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  partly  com- 
posed of  citizens;  and  as  that  committee  will  no  doubt  fully  consider  the  question, 
with  reference  to  our  ability  to  make  such  improvements  as  are  desirable,  and 
make  report  in  the  near  future,  I  will  offer  no  suggestions  on  that  subject  now.  In 
this  connection,  I  may  be  pardoned  for  indulging  the  hope  that  the  Legislature,  at 
its  coming  session,  will  take  steps  to  carry  out  at  least  some  features  of  the  plan,  re- 
cently suggested  by  Alderman  Wright,  in  reference  to  adding  more  ground  to  the 
State  House  square  for  park  purposes.  By  doing  so  now  the  State  could  doubtless 
procure  enough  ground  to  make  a  park  in  keeping  with  the  magnificent  building 
it  has  erected,  for  a  comparatively  small  outlay  ;  and  failing  to  do  so,  will,  I  am 
sure,  be  a  source  of  regret  to  all  the  people  of  the  State  in  the  years  to  come. 

Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  have  the  remaining  pieces  of  the  Tomlinson 
real  estate,  except  the  Dispensary  lot,  appraised,  in  anticipation  ©f  making  early 
sales  of  the  same.  I  think  the  city  should  sell  this  property  as  soon  as  possible,  as 
it  will  not  be  carrying  out  its  agreement  with  Mr.  Tomlinson  if  it  does  not  d<  so. 
Besides,  the  city  has  borrowed  money  to  finish  paying  for  Tomlinson  Hall,  which 
should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  replaced  with  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  this 
real  estate.  1  understand,  also,  that  there  is  likely  to  be  a  good  offer  made  for  the 
Dispensary  lot  soon.  If  this  should  be  done,  I  would  recommend  its  sale  too;  for 
without  expensive  r  pairs  the  building  will  soon  be  utterly  unfit  for  the  uses  of  the 
Dispensary,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  city  could  readily  rent  rooms  better  suited 
for  such  purposes  for  less  than  the  interest  on  the  value  of  that  property. 

Among  the  improvements  which  can  not  be  much  longer  delayed,  is  that  of 
Washington  street,  for  several  squares  at  least,  along  the  business  part  thereof. 
As  it  is  understood  that  this  improvement  will  be  made  during  the  coming  sum- 
mer, I  would  suggest  that  the  Engineer  be  directed  to  at  once  begin  the  work  of 
preparing  estimates  of  the  cost  of  all  the  various  kinds  of  material  which  have  been 
spoken  of  in  connection  with  the  same,  so  that  a  meeting  of  property  owners  may 
be  called  soon,  to  decide,  if  possible,  what  character  of  street  should  be  made,  before 
the  ordinance  is  introduced.  In  this  connection,  I  would  suggest  to  the  Engineer 
that  he  investigate  the  cost  and  durability  of  a  fire-brick  recently  adopted  at  some 
points  in  the  East,  which  was  prominently  referred  to  in  one  of  our  daily  papers  a 
short  time  ago.

10  progress  has  been  made  toward  getting  a  street  car  line  to  Crown  Hill, 
since  my  last  reference  to  this  subject,  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  aid  in  any  and  every  way  possible  toward  securing  such  a  line.  One 
obstacle  now  in  the  way  is  the  absence  of  a  bridge  over  Fall  Creek  on  the  line  of 
Mississippi  street.  If  the  property  owners  north  of  Twelfth  street  could  be  induced 
to  improve  the  street,  perhaps  the  county  would  build  the  bridge.  With  this  done, 
I  certainly  think  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Co.  would  extend  their  Mississippi 
street  line  to  Crown  Hill. 

A  special  committee,  such  as  I  have  here  suggested,  could  present  all  these  things- 
to  the  proper  persons  and  authorities,  and  could,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  specially  in- 
strumental in  securing  this  much  desired  improvement  to  our  city. 

Councilman  Thalman  moved  that  the  Mayor  appoint  the  Special  Com- 
mittee suggested  in  the  foregoing  address,  at  the  next  regular  meeting.

strued as  a  refusal  to  "work"  under  the  aforesaid  permission,  and  such  refusal  shall 
be  deemed  good  and  sufficiei  t  reason  for  a  withdrawal  of  such  permission  to  ope- 
rate a  telephone  service  in  this  city." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  the  above  motion  will  not  grant  any  ad' 
ditional  privileges  to  said  telephone  company,  above  those  now  granted  to  said 
company  by  the  motion  heretofore  adopted  by  your  honorable  body.

Gentlemen: — I  report  the  following  matters  : 

1.  Since  your  last  meeting,  the  suit  of  John  H.  Stem  &  Brother  vs.  The  City, 
wherein  the  plaintiffs  claim  $8,500.00  damages  due  to  them  on  their  contract  as 
Architects  of  the  City  Hall  and  Market  House,  as  first  proposed  and  provided  for, 
has  been  disposed  of.  This  will  be  remembered  as  the  case  where  claim  was  made 
for  the  amount  due  said  architects  upon  the  building  which  the  city  was  enjoined 
from  completing,  in  the  suit  of  Perkins  vs.  The  Members  of  the  City  Government. 
Upon  the  trial  of  the  cause,  the  jury,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  court, 
returned  a  verdict  for  the  city.  A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was  made  and  overruled. 
In  my  judgment  there  will  be  no  appeal,  and  this  ends  the  case. 

2.  Some  time  ago  a  resolution  was  passed,  ordering  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company  to  construct  a  line  on  south  Meridian  street.  Prior  to  the  adoption  of 
that  resolution,  another  resolution  was  passed,  ordering  said  company  to  construct 
the  north  Mississippi  line.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Market  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom 
was  referred  G.  O.  No.  2,  1887,  respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined  the  same, 
and  recommend  that  Section  5  of  said  ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:. 

Section  5.  Said  Market  Master  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  buildings  connected 
with  said  market,  including  Tomlinson  Hall.  And  it  is  hereby  made  his  duty  to- 
have  charge  of  the  opening,  lighting,  heating,  cleaning,  repairing  and  closing  of  all 
of  said  buildings,  and  to  see  that  order  is  maintained  during  all  meetings  in  said 
Tomlinson  Hall,  and  to  preserve  order  and  strict  discipline  in  and  around  all  the 
buildings  on  said  market  space.  All  janitors,  assistant  janitors  and  laborers  in  or 
around  said  buildings  or  market  space,  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Market 
Master.  He  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  charge  and  control  of  the  market  under 
said  Hall,  and  tbe  meat  market  feast  thereof,  and  of  the  entire  market  space,  and  of 
all  stands  that  may  at  any  time  be  permitted  outside  of  said  buildings  connected 
with  the  said  market,  and  of  all  persons  permitted  in  this  ordinance  to  sell  any  arti- 
cle from  their  wagons  in,  or  around,  said  market  space,  with  full  power  to  enforce 
the  provisions  herein  contained.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  29th  ult.  was  duly  received,  but  before  it  was  prac- 
ticaple  to  prepare  an  answer,  I  was  called  away  from  the  city  for  a  few  days,  and 
have  just  returned. 

1  do  not  quite  understand  the  transactions  of  the  several  dates  you  mention  to 
have  been  as  you  recite  them.  As  to  this,  however,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be 
very  important,  practically. 

1  now  desire  to  inform  you  officially  and  formally,  that  F.  C.  Doran,  Esq.,  with 
whom  you  have  had  several  conferences  during  the  past  month,  relative  to  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  Illinois  street  tunnel,  has  been  the  resident  Engineer  of 
the  Union  Railway  Company  since  before  the  firs^.  day  of  February,  1887,  and  he 
has  been  and  now  is  authorized  to  act  as  Engineer  for  the  Union  Railway  Company 
in  the  matter  of  the  Illinois  street  tunnel. 

I  do  not  understand  you  to  complain  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  is  charge- 
able with  any  delay  in  the  approval  of  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  tunnel ; 
but  to  prevent  any  misapprehension  on  this  subject,  I  think  it  is  well  here,  to  refer 
to  certain  matters  which  intervened  to  postpone  "final  action  upon  the  tunnel  plans 
and  specifications  by  the  Railway  Company's  Engineer.  The  most  important  of 
these  matters,  as  you  are  aware,  was  the  difference  of  opinion  between  some  of  the 
city  officers  and  the  officers  of  the  Union  Railway  Company,  upon  the  legal  ques- 
tion as  to  who,  under  the  ordinances,  should  let  the  contract  for  the  improvement 
of  the  tunnel.  Pending  this  discussion,  I  was  seriously  ill,  and  was  confined  to  my 
house  for  a  week.  I  had  only  returned  to  business  a  few  days  before  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  the  29th  ult.  Immediately  upon  its  receipt,  it  whs  shown  to  Mr. 
Doran,  and  he  informs  me  that  after  your  acceptance  of  some  modifications  of  the 
tunnel  p'ans  and  specifications  suggested  by  him  on  the  30th  ult.,  you  and  he  had 
come  to  a  practical  agreement  upon  these  plans  and  specifications  in  so  far  as  they 
related  to  the  engineering  details  of 'construction ;    but  Mr.  Doran,  in  accordance 
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with  the  Union  Rai'way  Company's  pos  tion  upon  the  que-tion  as  to  who  should 
let  the  contract  for  the  tunnel  improvement,  obje  -ti  d  to  all  stat  mients  and  impli- 
cations in  the  specifications  which  as-umed  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  wat 
to  let  said  work,  with  the  responsibilities  incident  thereto. 

The  Union  Railway  Company's  position  upon  that  subject,  and  the  reasons  there- 
for, are  fully  stated  in  my  letter  of  the  28th  u  t.  10  Mr.  W.  L.  Taylor,  E*q,  the 
City  Attorney,  and  I  need  not,  therefore,  repeat  them  here.  I  would  say  this,  now, 
that  inasmuch  as  the  Union  Railway  Company  has  complied  with  the  conditions  of 
ordinances  34  and  50,  of  1886,  by  depositing  $30,000  with  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
is  not  liable  for  any  further  sum  that  may  be  expended  in  improving  the  tunnel,  if 
the  tunnel  is  so  constructed  as  to  pass  our  trains  safely,  and  if  the  work  shall  be 
done  as  soon  ss  practicable,  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work  that  may  be 
satisfactory  to  the  city,  will  be  perfectly  so  to  us.  provided  they  do  not  in  terms  or 
by  implication  make  this  improvement  the  work  of  the  Union  Railway  Company.

To  the  M  lyor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  suit  of  Francis  M.  Church- 
man and  others  vs.  The  City,  has  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  favor  of 
the  city.  This,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  a  case  in  which  the  Superior  Court,  at 
Special  Term,  gave  judgment  against  the  city  for  the  sum  of  $976.50,  on  account  of 
street  assessments  paid  by  the  plaintiff  in  the  matter  of  the  opening  of  Second  street, 
some  years  ago.  The  proceedings  for  the  opening  of  the  street  were  irregular,  and 
resulted  in  a  loss  to  the  city  of  many  thousands  of  dollars.  The  Supreme  Court 
holds  that  the  payment  of  money  into  the  city  treasury  by  Fletcher  and  Church- 
man, was  a  voluntary  payment,  and  being  on  a  street  assessment,  the  same  can  not 
be  recovered  back  because  there  is  no  statutory  provision  requiring  that  this  shall 
be  done.  The  effect  of  this  decision  will  be  salutary,  and  will  protect  the  city 
against  man}'  demands  that  may  hereafter  arise  in  this  sort  of  cases.  The  court 
furthermore  holds  that  the  six  years  Statute  of  Limitations  applies  in  this  case,  even 
if  the  money  had  not  been  voluntarily  paid;  and  further,  that  money  paid  to  the 
city  treasurer  does  not  make  him  or  the  city  a  trustee  in  any  sense  so  as  to  prevent 
the  Statutes  of  Limitations  from  running.  Since  this  case  was  appealed,  the  Su- 
preme Court  has  decided  for  the  first  time,  that  the  six  years  Statute  of  Limitations 
applies  in  all  cases  for  the  recovery  of  taxes  illegally  collected.  This  rule,  how- 
ever, has  always  been  adopted  by  the  undersigned.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Ycur  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report,  that  during  the 
past  year  the  city's  expenses  have  not  exceeded  the  receipts,  although  there  has 
been  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  $9,000  bonded  debt,  $6,63"  to  complete  the  new 
Hospital,  and  $18,300  on  the  new  Market  House.  It  will  cost  about  $7,700.00  more, 
out  of  this  year's  revenue,  to  complete  the  market  house  stalls  and  fixtures  — making 
the  entire  amount  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  1886  and  1887,  for  the  Tomlin- 
son  Hall  and  Market  House,  $26,000,  the  balance  having  been  paid  out  of  the  Tom- 
linson  Estate  and  special  license  fund. 

The  tax  collection  was  made  last  year  on  a  duplicate  of  $53,000,000,  which  amount 
was  cut  down  at  the  last  assessment  to  $48,700,000— making  amount  of  taxes  less 
this  year  than  last,  $43,200.00.  This  will  mike  close  work  to  get  through  without 
running  in  debt;  but  as  the  representatives  of  the  tax  payers,  we  have  a  certain 
amount  placed  at  our  disposal  to  run  the  expenses  of  the  city  with,  and  however 
small  that  may  be,  it  is  our  duty  to  live  within  such  amount,  and  do  the  best  we  can. 

In  order  to  keep  within  our  revenue,  all  expenditures  that  are  not  absolutehr  ne- 
cessary, must  be  avoided  ;  such  as  the  indiscriminate  ordering  of  water  mains,  erect- 
ing lamp  posts  and  fixturen,  and  the  "wholesale"  laying  of  stone  crossings.  We 
would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  growing  increase  of  lighting  expenses,  by  al- 
lowing the  vapor  light  business  to  get  hold  on  the  city.     At  first  it  was  to  cost  but  a 
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few  hundred  dollars,  but  has  gradually  crawled  up  to  $4,428.00  per  annum,  and 
will  continue  to  grow,  unless  you  put  a  veto  on  the  business  at  once,  which  we  re- 
commend be  done. 

We  herewith  submit  an  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  ^ear  1887,  and  recommend 
that  under  no  circumstances  should  ordinances  be  passed,  or  expenditures  ordered, 
to  exceed  the  amounts.  They  are  sufficient  to  run  the  city,  without  any  serious 
detriment  to  any  Department,  although  very  closely  limited.  Much  more  could  be 
used  to  the  great  advantage  of  the  city,  in  the  way  of  building  sewers,  street  im- 
provements, and  improving  Parks;  yet  we  can  not  do  so  until  we  have  the  funds  to 
•do  them  with.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  members  of  your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Al- 
leys and  Sewers  and  Drainage,  together  with  the  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil 
Engineer,  make  this  report  upon  Special  Ordinance  No.  168,  1886,  providing  for 
the  construction  of  an  eighteen  inch  Akron  pipe  sewer  in  and  along  Ray  and  Rock- 
wood  streets,  from  the  present  terminus  of  the  sewer  in  Ray  street,  at  Pogue's  Run, 
to  the  east  bluif  of  White  River:  We  recommend  that  the  amendment  thereto  of- 
fered by  Alderman  Schmidt,  providing  for  a  four  foot  brick  sewer,  be  not  adopted, 
and  that  said  ordinance  be  passed  as  it  passed  the  Council.  The  Engineer's  esti- 
mate for  the  pipe  sewer  is  $2,600,  while  his  estimate  for  the  brick  sewer  is  at  least

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,    FROM   THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  delivered  the  following  address : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council: 

I  suppose  the  importance  of  devising  some  system  of  street  sprinkling,  has  im- 
pressed all  of  you,  as  it  has  the  general  public,  during  the  past  dry  spell. 

Individuals  and  communities  are  frequently  compelled  to  endure  unpleasant 
things,  because  no  practical  remedy  can  be  devised.  This  seems  to  be  the  situation 
in  the  present  instance.  The  plan  suggested  by  some  of  the  daily  papers,  to  have 
the  streets  sprinkled  by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  with  hose  attached 
to  the  fire  plugs,  is  not  only  impracticable,  but  it  is  impossible.  1  felt  reasonably 
sure  of  this  before  consulting  any  one.  The  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  and  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Department,  whom  Ihave  seen,  assure  me,  without  dissent,  that  my  first 
impressions  on  this  subject  were  correct.  Mr.  Webster  says  that  even  if  the  city  had 
the  necessary  quai  tity  of  hose  and  water,  it  would  require  four  times  as  many  men 
as  the  Department  now  has,  to  sprinkle  only  those  streets  along  which  water  mains 
are  laid.  And  if  this  should  be  attempted,  it  would  be  at  the  hazard  of  a  conflagra- 
tion. It  would  practically  render  the  Departmsnt  useles-s  as  a  protection  against  fire. 
After  care  ully  considering  the  subject,  having  consulted  many  citizens  who  feel; 
as  I  do,  a  deep  interest  in  this  matter,  1  am  unable  to  suggest  any  remedy  that  can 
be  put  into  general  immediate  use. 

The  sprinkling  cart  system  is,  in  any  aspect  of  the  case,  the  only  remedy  on  streets 
where  water  mains  have  not  been  laid.  Lawn  sprinklers  can  be  utilized  along 
streets  where  city  water  has  been  carried.  But  there  is  no  law  authorizing  the 
Council  to  require  residents  to  employ  cart  sprinklers.  Neither  is  there  any  law 
permitting  the  city  to  do  the  work  by  contract,  making  the  cost  thereof  a  charge 
against  the  individuals  or  upon  the  abutting  property  I  prepared  a  bill  covering 
this  subject,  and  had  it  presented  to  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1885; 
but  it  met  with  no  favor  in  either.  If  you  can  devise  means  by  which  the  city  can 
afford  to  do  the  work  by  contract,  paying  the  cost  out  of  the  general  treasury,  I 
suppose  a  sufficient  number  of  carts  could  be  j-ecured  by  the  middle  of  the  Summer, 
to  at  least  sprinkle  those  streets  most  traveled.  The  city  or  the  contractors  would 
be  compelled,  I  suppose,  to  buy  the  water  with  which  to  do  the  work  from  the  wa- 
t  er  company.  As  to  how  much  the  necessary  supply  would  cost,  I  have  no  kind  of 
1  nformation.  I  have  not  consulted  with  the  officials  of  the  company  on  this  subject, 
because  I  had  already  intended  to  recommend  at  this  meeting,  where  this  question 
was  first  agitated,  that  the  Committee  on  Water  take  immediate  steps  toward  se- 
during  a  new  contract  with  that  company  for  the  future  c  ty  supply;,  and  this  new" 
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feature  can  now  be  discussed  and  decided  by  the  Council  and  the  company  in  con 
nection  with  the  other.  I  may  be  permitted  to  add,  before  leaving  this  question  of 
street  sprinkling,  that  if  the  committee,  in  conferring  with  the  officials  of  the  water 
company,  can  induce  them  to  adopt  such  rules  and  prices  for  future  consumption  in 
residences  and  for  lawn  and  street  sprinkling  connections,  as  to  enable  the  poorer 
clas-es  of  our  citizens  to  take  its  water,  the  dust  problem  would  very  soon  be  prac- 
tically settled  on  many  streets  where  now  the  nuisance  is  a' most  unbearable.  If  the 
rules  of  the  company  and  pri  -es  charged  to  private  consumers,  can  not  be  so  fixed. 
as  to  induce  our  people  to  take  the  water,  at  least  one-half  of  the  intended  utility 
of  the  company  to  the  city,  is  lost ;  and,  if  I  may  be  allowed  to  express  an  opinion, 
I  would  add  that  a  large  per  cent,  of  the  company's  possible  profits  are  lost  to  it,, 
for  the  same  reason. 

I  know  of  no  law  requiring  the  Street  (Jar  Company  to  sprinkle  the  streets  on 
which  its  tracks  are  laid;  and,  as  I  am  unable  to  now  suggest  any  practical  mode 
of  giving  general  lelief  on  this  dust  question,  I  beg  to  urge  that  you  will  refer  the 
whole  subject-matter  to  an  appropriate  committee,  to  which  the  City  Attorney  shall 
be  added,  instructing  them  to  fully  consider  the  matter,  and  report,  if  possible,  soma 
plan  of  relief  at  your  next  meeting. 

As  you  all  know,  the  last  contract  made  with  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company 
for  the  city  water  supply,  expired  last  September.  Since  then,  water  has  been  fur- 
nished at  the  same  prices  as  bel'ore,  by  virtue  of  a  clause  in  the  contract  of  1881, 
which  carries  the  old  one  over,  until  a  new  one  shall  have  been  executed.  The 
commi'tee  having  this  matter  in  charge  last  fall,  postponed  its  lurther  consideration, 
until  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislaure,  thinking  that  rome  financial  relief  to  the 
city  might  be  provided  during  its  session.  You  all  know  the  result.  In  view  of 
the  present  condition  of  the  city's  finances,  and  the  recent  recommendations  of  the 
Finance-Committee  as  to  the  present  year's  expenditures,  I  suggest  that  immediate 
steps  be  taken  by  the  Water  Committee  to  secure  a  contract  with  the  company  that 
will  lessen  the  cost  of  water  to  the  city,  at  least  as  much  as  the  per  cent,  of  the  cut 
made  in  our  tax  assessments  last  year.  I  do  not  believe  any  long  term  contract 
should  be  seriously  considered  by  the  city,  unless  such  concessions  are  made  by  the 
company  as  will  fully  justify  you,  on  that  account,  in  so  doing.

That  said  ordinance  shall  further  require  that  all  necessary  repairs  or  changes  of 
water  or  gas  mains  or  pipes,  and  repairs  of  sewer,  and  all  connections  with  water  or 
gas  mains  or  with  sew-r,  needed  now  or  to  be  needed  in  the  future,  on  the  line  of 
these  squares,  shall  be  made  before  or  during  the  grading  of  said  squares.

colored  servant  was  racing  the  said  horse  against  the  horse  of  another  man,  and 
running  at  a  break-neck  rate  of  speed  up  Tennessee  street,  when  suddenly  turning 
on  Twelfth  street,  his  horse  was  injured,  and  tut  for  the  negligence  of  his  servant, 
the  accident  would  not  have  occurred.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  claim 
be  not  allowed.

$631.37,  and  of  Byram,  Cornelius  &  Co.t  for  $349.62,  being  the  amount  of  damages 
claimed  because  of  the  overflow  of  water  escaping  from  the  sewer  running  east  and 
west  on  Georgia  street  past  their  respective  places  of  business,  on  the  6th  day 
of  August,  1886:  It  is  charged  that  the  sewer  was  insufficient  in  capacity  to 
carry  off  the  water,  and  in  consequence  the  overflow  occurred.  The  undersigned 
personally  inspected  the  premises,  and  made  a  thorough  and  careful  examination  of 
each  of  the  .sewer  connections,  and  report  that  the  public  sewer  along  Georgia 
street,  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  was  open  and  clear  of  obstructions,  allowing  the 
free  flowing  of  water  therein  ;  that  the  private  connections  of  each  of  the  petitioner 
was  made  at  about  the  same  depth  as  that  of  the  public  sewer,  and  that  neither  of 
the  petitioners  had  placed  in  their  private  sewer  pipe  any  protection  against  the 
backing  of  water  on  their  premises,  such  as  a  tide  water  trap  or  automatic  head- 
gate  which,  if  it  had  been  done,  would  have  thoroughly  protected  the  petitioners 
and  have  prevented  the  injury  complained  of. 

We  believe  it  would  be  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  city  to  make  in  this  case, 
for  it  to  allow  claims  to  parties  who  are  injured  from  the  overflow  or  back-water 
of  sewers  in  times  of  freshets  or  floods,  when  such  injury  resulted  from  want  of  a 
proper  head-gate  or  trap  in  their  own  private  sewers.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
that  neither  of  said  claims  be  allowed.

Gansberg  for  such  improvement;  that  since  that  time 
the  property  holders  along  said  street  have  filed  their  petition  with  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  asking  for  the  repeal  of  sdd  ordinance,  and  your  petitioners  herewith 
file  the  written  consent  of  the  contractor  for  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  and  sur- 
render of  the  contract;  and  we  respectfully  ask,  in  connection  with  all  the  afore- 
mentioned petitioners,  that  said  S.  O.  No.  180,  be  repealed,  and  we  herewith  submit 
such  repealing  ordinance,  which  we  earnestly  urge  you  to  pass. 

As  an  additional  reason  for  the  passage  of  the  repealing  ordinance,  we  will  state 
that  the  city  is  the  ownor  of  a  Park  thirty  feet  wide,  extending  almost  the  entire 
length,  in  the  center  of  said  street,  which,  we  insist,  renders  the  city  liable  for  one- 
half  the  total  cost  of  such  improvement.

Gentlemen: — The  petition  of  John  Coburn,  Deloss  Root  and  others,  asking  that

In  view  of  the  recent  older  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health,  all  persons  con- 
nected with  the  Indianapolis  Board  of  Health  must  flag  all  buildings  where  small 
pox,  cholera,  scarlet  fever,  diptheria  and  measels  exist,  and  if  there  are  cases  unre- 
ported or  unattended  by  a  physician,  require  the  householder  or  some  member  of 
the  family  [or  the  Sanitary  officer  himself  J,  to  report  such  cases  as  are  within  their 
knowledge,  While  it  is  not  intended  to  make  any  health  order  obnoxious  or  un- 
reasonable to  any  fair-minded  person,  yet  the  severe  nature  of  these  diseases  at  this 
time,  and  especially  the  frequent  returns  of  death  from  measels  or  some  of  its  com- 
plications, has  created  a  demand  from  the  physicians  and  people  at  large,  that  these 
rules  must  be  rigidly  enforced,  and  if  necessary,  resort  to  the  law  as  a  means  of  com- 
pulsion.

Gentlemen: — Under  your  instructions,  I  gave  notice  to  fifteen  bridge  companies 
that  I  would,  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1887,  receive  proposals  for  re-constructing 
the  Illinois  street  tunnel.  In  answer  to  said  notice,  I  received  five,  bids,  which 
were  as  follows: 

C.  J.  Schultz,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  oh  iron  work $15,110  00 

Canton  Bridge  Company,  Canton,  Ohio 63,200  00 

Morse  Bridye  Company,  Youngstown,  Ohio... 45,830  00

Whitsit  &  Adams,  Indianapolis. 39,000  00 

As  will  appear  at  a  glance,  all  bids  for  the  tunnel  complete,  are  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  ;  therefore  I  refused  to  award  the  contract. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  tunnel  complete, 
as  made  by  F.  C.  Doran,  Engineer  of  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company, 
and  myself,  was  $27,558.66.  To  this  amount  was  added,  for  contingencies,  the  sum 
of  $2,441.34— making  a  total  of  $30,000.00. 

On  inquiring  of  the  bidders,  as  to  the  cause  of  the  extraordinarily  high  bidding, 
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they  were  practically  unanimous  in  saying  that  it  was  owing  to  their  inability  to 
obtain  from  Mr.  Doran,  Engineer  of  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company, 
any  definite  idea  as  to  what  he,  under  the  provisions  of  the  specifications,  would  re- 
quire for  the  supporting  of  the  several  tracks  of  the  Union  Railway  Company. 
And  further,  that  Mr.  Doran  stated  that  in  addition  to  the  tracks  now  on  said 
street,  he  would  have  seven  (7)  more,  over  the  tunnel  to  support  by  the  time  the 
tunnel  was  ready  to  be  improved. 

As  to  whether  or  not  Mr.  Doran  made  the  statements  above  referred  to,  I  do  not 
know  ;  but  as  to  the  bidders  having  so  informed  me,  the  Mayor,  City  Attorney  and 
Councilman  Haugh,  who  were  present,  can  testify.     It  is,  however,  due  to  Mr.  Do- 
ran to  say  that  he  has  since  denied,  to  me,  the  statements  made  by  the  bidders.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received  i 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  sundry  matters  referred  to  me,  I  report  thereon  as  fol- 
lows: 

1st.  As  to  the  legality  of  Special  Ordinance  No,  168,  1886,  providing  for  the 
construction  of  a  four-foot  circular  brick  sewer  in  and  along  Ray  and  Rockwood 
streets,  from  the  present  terminus  of  the  sewer  in  Ray  street  at  Pogue's  Run,  to  the 
east  bluff  of  White  River,  I  will  answer  as  follows :  The  forty-third  clause  of  Sec- 
tion 3106,  R.  S.  1881,  contains  the  original  charter  provisions  for  the  construction 
and  payment  therefor  for  sewers  in  general.  Doubtless  under  the  provisions  of  thi& 
clause,  a  majority  vote  would  probably  be  all  that  would  be  necessary  in  the  pas- 
sage of  such  an  ordinance.  This  Act  was  passed  in  1867,  but  in  1881  the  Legisla- 
ture passed  a  supplemental  Act  upon  this  subject,  which  provides,  that  when  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Common  Council  the  construction  of  any  sewer  will  be  a  public  ben- 
efit to  the  city,  and  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  any  street  or  streets  for  the 
removal  of  any  surface  or  storm  water  therefrom,  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  cause 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  such  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  censtruetion  of  the 
sewer  as  the  Council  deems  just  and  equitable.     (See  Sec.  3151,  1886.) 

The  sewer  system  of  this  city,  unlike  that  of  many  other  cities,  is  a  combination 
system  of  sewerage  used  for  the  double  purpose  of  carrying  off  storm  water  and 
sewage;  and  this  being  the  case  with  the  sewer  in  question,  a  two  thirds  vote  i& 
necessary  for  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 
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In  1881  the  Legislature  passed  still  another  sewer  act,  providing  for  the  dividing 
of  cities  into  sewer  districts,  and  for  the  levying  of  a  special  sewer  tax,  and  the  pay- 
ing for  all  sewers  out  of  the  public  funds.  This  act  would  have  required  simply  a 
majority  vote,  but  it  was  repealed  by  the  Act  of  1885,  leaving  the  two  Sections 
above  referred  to  as  the  only  law  upon  this  subject.  Therefore,  the  ordinance  in 
question,  not  having  been  passed  by  such  two-thirds  vote,  has  not  been  legally  or- 
dained. 

2d.  This  question  is  submitted :  ll  Has  the  Council  the  power  to  create  and  en- 
force an  ordinance  compelling  residents  on  streets  to  sprinkle  the  same  and  pay  pro 
rata  per  foot  front,  where  a  majority  petit  on  for  the  same?" 

To  this  question  there  can  be  but  one  answer,  and  that  is  in  the  negative.  The 
right  to  take  property  for  street  improvements  or  for  any  other  purpose,  by  the 
city,  is  the  highest  prerogative  of  a  municipal  government,  and  is  never  exercised 
except  by  Legislative  enactment,  and  that  within  constitutional  provisions;  and 
those  cities  that  exircisethis  right,  exercise  it  by  virtue  of  charter  provisions  granted 
to  them  by  the  Legislatures  of  their  respective  States.  The  only  way  in  which  the 
streets  of  this  city  can  be  sprinkled  under  the  law  and  ordinances  now  in  force, 
would  be  to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  public  revenues 

I  might  add  in  passing,  that  I  prepared  a  bill,  giving  to  this  city  the  power  pos- 
sessed by  many  other  cities,  of  compelling  property  holders  to  sprinkle  the  streets 
in  front  of  their  property,  and  creating  a  lien  thereon,  similar  to  that  given  for 
street  improvements,  and  but  for  the  dead-lock,  would  probably  have  secured  its 
passage  through  the  labt  Legislature.

were  overflowed  by  water  escaping  from  the  sewer  running  east  and  west  on  said 
Georgia  street,  past  their  said  place  of  business,  said  overflow  having  been  caused 
by  the  insufficient  capacity  of  said  sewer  to  carry  off  the  water  that  entered  into  it, 
and  in  consequence  of  said  overflow  were  greatly  damaged  ;  that  they  caused  the 
amount  of  said  damages  to  be  appraised  by  two  disinterested  persons,  and  that  they 
herewith  tile  a  schedule  of  said  damages  as  aforesaid,  with  the  certificate  of  said  ap- 
praisers thereto  attached,  showing  the  kind  of  goods  damaged,  and  the  amount  of 
said  damages,  which  is  marked  exhibit  "A." 

As  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  said  city,  in  building  sewers,  to  make  them  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  to  earry  off  all  the  water  emptying  into  them,  and  as  the  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  said  city  in  building  said  sewer,  has  caused  the  damages  afore- 
said, therefore  the  undersigned  respectfully  ask  that  your  honorable  bodies  reim- 
burse them  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the  same  being  the  amount 
they  were  damaged  by  said  overflow.

As 
it  now  is,  all  the  vegetables  to  be  sold  in  the  West  Market  building,  and  the  meat 
to  be  sold  in  the  East  Market  building,  are  fresh  each  market  day,  and  are  all  sold 
out  at  the  close  of  market,  while  a  daily  market  would  cause  many  stand-holders  to 
keep  over  from  day  to  day  products  that  had  become  stale;  besides,  the  buildings 
could  not  be  kept  as  cleanly  with  an  every  day  market  and  all  day  market  as  they 
would  be  under  the  present  regulations.  To  allow  stand-holders  who  sell  articles 
that  are  not  perishable,  to  use  their  stands  every  day,  would  be  simply  to  make  the 
market  house  nothing  more  nor  less  than  grocery  stores,  and  this  the  general  pub- 
lic does  not  demand  or  want. 

Eurthermore,  contracts  have  been  entered  into  with  about  one  hundred  stand- 
holders  in  the  east  building,  with  the  understanding  that  there  will  be  four  (4) 
markets  per  week.

REPORT    FROM    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

The  sub-Committee  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Natural  Gas,  through 
Councilman  Swain,  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Special  Committee  on  Natural  Gas,  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen; — We  have  visited  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  Natural  Gas  has  been  longer  in  practical  use  than  in  any  other  cities 
in  the  United  States,  and  where  it  is  now  substantial^  in  use  in  all  of  the  rolling 
mills,  iron  mills  and  glass  manufactories,  and  in  very  many  of  the  business  houses 
and  residences  in  said  cities.  There  are  no  restrictions  as  to  the  number  of  com- 
panies in  either  of  said  cities,  but  it  is  a  free-for-all  race,  and  the  price  is  regulated 
wholly  by  competition. 

The  first  experience  of  companies  in  laying  mains  in  these  cities,  was  attended 
"with  the  loss  of  many  lives  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  property. 
This  was  caused  by  reason  of  tbeir  inability  to  control  the  leaking  gas  from  the 
joints  and  mains,  and  the  ignorance  as  to  its  safe  use. 
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Experience,  however,  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  for  laying  pipes  in  other 
and  the  most  approved  manner,  which  to-day  consists  of  laying  the  pipes  so  that 
the  joints  are  covered  with  wrought  iron  collars,  calked  with  asphaltum  and  lead, 
which  practically  makes  a  tight  joint;  but  which,  however,  has  been  demonstrated 
will  not  at  all  times  resist  the  pressure  of  the  gas.  Therefore,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  make  provision  at  every  joint  for  the  escape  of  leakages,  which  consists 
in  a  bell-shaped  joint  or  short  pipe  immediately  over  the  joint  or  main  connecting 
to  a  small  pipe  laid  over  and  paralled  to  the  large  main,  and  thence  to  the  curb 
line,  where  it  is  connected  to  a  gas  post,  and  is  allowed  to  escape  above  the  heads 
of  pedestrians.     This  is  considered  the  only  safeguard  against  explosions. 

As  a  means  of  testing  the  actual  amount  of  escapage  from  these  escape  pipes,  line 
walkers  are  constantly  observing  the  condition  of  the  pipes  by  igniting  the  gas,  and 
experience  has  accustomed  them  to  detecting  the  amount  of  escapage  by  the  flame, 
so  that  at  any  time,  should  they  discover  that  the  pipes  have  been  broken  or  punc- 
tured, or  gas  is  otherwise  escaping  from  the  joints,  attention  is  at  once  directed  to 
it  so  that  the  matter  can  be  repaired  immediately. 

Further,  the  pressure  of  gas  in  large  houses  is  regulated  and  controlled  by  means 
of  automatic  regulators  which  reduces  the  pressure  to  the  actual  amount  which  can 
be  consumed,  thereby  preventing  the  accumulation  of  any  surplus  gas  in  the  rooms 
and  cellars,  and  in  consequence  preventing  explosions.  Previous  to  adopting  this 
method  of  laying  pipes  and  making  connections,  they  were  constantly  annoyed 
with  leakages  which  would  accumulate,  and  by  means  of  its  own  pressure  follow  the 
line  of  mains  into  the  cellars  of  buildings,  and  often  resulted  in  the  disasterous  ex- 
plosions above  referred  to. 

Ycur  committee  were  told  by  those  who  had  had  experience  in  the  matter,  that  a 
hole  the  size  of  the  point  of  a  pin  head,  in  the  joint  of  a  pipe,  under  the  pressure 
usually  carried  in  the  streets,  would  allow  sufficient  gas  to  escape,  should  it  accu- 
mulate at  any  given  point,  to  totally  destroy  the  building. 

We  therefore  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  all-important  to  guard  any  ordi- 
nance to  the  greatest  possible  extent  in  the  direction  of  safety.  In  these  cities  gas 
mains  are  almost  wholly  laid  in  the  streets.  This  is  found  to  almost  be  a  necessity, 
owing  to  the  fact  of  the  liability  to  set  fire  to  buildings  and  property  by  the  flames 
from  the  escape  pipes,  should  they  be  laid  in  alleys.  While  we  think  it  desirable- 
for  the  protection  of  the  streets  to  lay  all  mains,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  alleys,  we 
think  that  the  danger  to  adjoining  property  would  be  such  as  to  warrant  us  in 
adopting  the  method  of  locating  the  mains  upon  the  streets.  We  also  noticed  the 
fearful  destruction  of  seemingly  good  streets  by  reason  of  the  unlimited  privilege 
of  laying  gas  mains  in  them. 

We  are  glad  to  note  in  this  connection,  that  the  Statutes  in  our  State  give  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  to  gas  companies  to  rural  districts  only,  and  that  before 
any  mains  are  laid  in  any  town  or  corporation  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  right  to 
do  so  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

In  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  gas  is  supplied  to  consumers  mostly  on  the  con- 
tract system,  at  so  much  per  annum  per  range,  grate  or  furnace;  or  contracts  may 
be  made  for  heating  houses  by  rooms,  the  limit  of  each  room  being  fixed  at  fifteen 
(15)  feet  square.  The  meter  measurement  is  also  used  to  some  extent,  in  which 
case  the  rate  charged  is  from  eight  to  ten  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  in  drafting  an  ordinance : 

1st.  That  it  be  a  general  ordinance  under  which  any  company  may  come  into 
the  city  and  use  its  streets  and  alleys  and  lay  mains  when  it  shall  have  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  such  an  ordinance. 

2nd.  That  the  city  reserve  the  power  to  restrict  companies  from  entering 
streets,  alleys  and  public  places,  and  thus  prevent  the  laying  of  more  mains  on  any 
such  street,  alley  or  public  place  than  is  actually  necessary  for  the  public  good 

3rd.  That  in  the  laying  of  mains  a  test  of  the  same  shall  be  made  by  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  by  whom  a  certificate  shall  be  given  con- 
taining the  facts  of  such  test.    The  mains  shall  be  supplied  by  the  best  possible- 
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appliances  for  the  collection  of  leaking  gas,  such  appliances  to  be  satisfactory  to  the* 
City  Civil  Engineer,  and  constructed  under  his  direction  and  supervision. 

4th.     That  a  limit  be  placed  upon  the  price  of  gas. 

5th.  That  the  consumers  shall  have  the  privilege  of  electing  between  the  meter 
system  and  the  contract  system. 

6th.  That  a  direct  annual  tax  per  foot  be  required  from  all  companies  on  all 
mains  laid  in  the  city. 

7th.  That  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  the  approval  of  the- 
Mayor,  be  given  by  every  company  asking  the  franchise  of  the  city;  conditioned 
to  comply  with  all  the  ordinances  of  the  city  on  this  subject. 

Your  committee  elected  to  visit  the  cities  above  named,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
they  are  supplied  by  pipe  lines  very  similar  to  such  as  will  be  required  in  this  city,, 
except  that  in  the  expense  of  laying  the  mains  to  and  through  this  city  it  would  be 
very  considerable  less  than  in  either  of  the  cities  named,  for  the  reason  that  in 
those  cities  the  trenches  for  the  mains,  are  frequently  blasted  out  of  rock.

Whereas,  Said  company  has  not  complied  with  the  orders  of  the  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  in  other  matters,  as  under  the  provisions  of  their  franchise  they 
are  required  to  do ;  therefore, 
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Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  That  the  right  of  said 
company  to  the  use  and  occupancy  of  said  Mississippi  street  by  said  company  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  and  building  thereon  a  line  of  street  railway,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  forfeited  ;  and  said  company  is  hereby  ordered  to  take  up  that  part 
of  its  track  now  laid  on  said  street.     And  be  it 

Resolved,  further,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  that  public  interests  would  be  subserved  by  the 
construction  and  operation  of  another  system  of  street  railways  in  this  city;  there- 
fore we  pledge  ourselves  to  grant  a  franchise  to  any  properly  organized  corporation 
to  build,  maintain  and  operate  a  general  system  of  street  railways  in  this  city,  and  we 
especially  invite  the  attention  of  persons  or  corporations  engaged  in  building  and 
operating  electric  and  cable  street  railroads  to  Indianapolis  as  a  place  for  investment. 

On  motion  by  Councilman  Coy,  the  foregoing  resolution  was  referred 
to  the  Special  Committee  appointed  January  17,  1887,  "to  aid  the  project 
of  securing  a  Street  Car  Line  to  Crown  Hill  Cemetery." 

On  motion,  the  Common  Council  then  adjourned.

G.  O.  14,  1887 — An  ordinance  authorizing  corporations,  firms,  companies  or  indi- 
viduals, to  lay  and  maintain  pipes  in  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  lanes  and  public 
grounds  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  said  city  and  its 
inhabitants  with  natural  gas. 

Councilman  Smith  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  ordinance ; 
which  was  adopted : 

Amend  by  adding  to  the  title  the  words  "  for  heating  and  illuminating  purposes." 

Councilman  Swain  offered  the  following  amendment  as  a  substitute  for 
Section  eleven  of  the  ordinance  : 

Section  11.  In  consideration  of  the  use  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  lanes  and 
public  grounds  of  the  city,  and  for  the  granting  of  this  franchise,  all  corporations, 
companies,  firms  and  individuals,  availing  themselves  of  the  rights  under  this  or- 
dinance, shall  as  a  condition  concurrent  to  the  exercise  of  the  franchise  herein 
granted,  furnish,  free  of  eost,  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  all  the  gas  necessary  for 
use  in  the  buildings  of  the  Police  Department  of  said  city ;  all  the  Engine  Houses 
and  buildings  connected  with  or  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department  of  said  city;  all 
the  Market  Houses  of  said  city,  including  Tomlinson  Hall,  and  any  furnaces  erected 
on  any  public  market  place  for  the  destruction  of  refuse  matter;  all  the  buildings 
used  by  the  city  in  its  municipal  capacity,  including  the  City  Hospital  and  the  City 
Dispensary,  and  also  in  all  Public  School  buildings  on  the  line  of  the  streets  and 
alleys  upon  which  the  mains  of  said  corporations,  companies,  firms  or  individuals 
are  laid,  so  long  as  said  mains  shall  be  in  use:  Provided,  That  said  city  or  school 
authorities  shall  respectfully  make  all  necessary  service  pipe  connestions  at  their 
own  cost. 

As  a  further  consideration  for  the  rights  herein  granted,  and  as  a  condition  there- 
of, none  of  said  corporations,  companies,  firms  or  individuals,  shall  charge  to  the 
consumer  more  than  the  rates  herein  below  specified,  viz: 

For  Manufactories — Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  net  cost  of  coal,  at  the  rate  per  ton 
at  which  coal  has  or  may  be  furnished  to  similar  manufactories  in  this  vicinity  at  the 
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time  of  the  consumption  of  such  gas ;  the  "net  cost"  aforesaid  shall  be  construed  to 
be  the  cost  of  coal,  the  mining,  freight,  trackage  and  delivery  to  the  manufactory. 
In  case  of  a  dispute  as  to  said  "net  cost,"  the  decision  of  the  Committees  on  Natural 
Gas  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  (when  the  same  shall  have 
been  appointed)  shall  be  final. 

For  Domestic  Use— Ranges  and  cooking  stoves,  $1.00  per  month;  grates  and 
stoves  for  heating,  each  75  cents  per  month  for  a  period  of  seven  months,  from  the 
1st  day  of  October  to  the  1st  day  of  May;  furnaces,  $1.00  per  month  of  seven 
months,  for  first  register,  and  50  cents  per  month  for  each  additional  register  for 
^same  period. 

Stores,  Halls  and  Business  Houses— Furnaces,  $2.00  per  month  of  seven 
months  for  first  register,  and  $1.00  per  month  for  each  additional  register 
for  same  period.  Grates  and  stoves  for  heating,  $2.00  per  month  for  a  period 
•of  seven  months,  from  the  1st  day  of  October  to  the  1st  day  of  May,  for  the  first 
•grate  or  stove,  and  $1.50  per  month  for  each  of  said  seven  months  for  each  addi- 
tional grate  or  stove. 

Hotels,  Restaurants  and  Bakeries — Ranges,  and  cooking  stoves  and  ovens, 
50  per  cent,  of  the  net  cost  of  coal,  as  fixed  and  defined  in  the  provision  above  made 
for  manufactories;  grates  and  stoves  for  heating,  $2.00  per  month  for  a  period  of 
-seven  months,  from  the  1st  day  of  October  to  the  1st  day  of  May,  for  the  first  grate 
or  stove,  and  $1.00  per  month  for  each  month  of  said  seven  months,  for  each  addi- 
tional grate  or  stove;  furnaces  for  heating,  $3.00  per  month  of  seven  months,  from 
the  1st  day  of  October  to  the  1st  day  of  May,  for  the  first  register,  and  $2.00  per 
month  of  seven  months  for  each  additional  register,  or  at  the  same  rate  per  month 
for  any  additional  months,  as  the  consumers  in  each  and  all  of  the  cases  named  in 
this  Section  may  elect. 

For  all  other  Consumers  and  eor  all  Other  Purposes— Fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  net  cost  of  coal  as  fixed  and  defined  in  the  provision  above  made  for  manufac- 
tories: Provided,  however,  That  all  consumers  mentioned  in  this  Section,  with  all 
other  consumers  of  natural  gas  in  this  city,  may  elect  by  which  method  they  shall 
be  furnished  gas,  either  by  meter  measurement  or  by  the  terms  herein  above  ex- 
pressed, or  by  any  contract  they  may  enter  into  with  any  corporation,  company, 
firm  or  individual,  supplying  natural  gas  in  this  city:  And  provided,  further,  That 
not  to  exceed  eight  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  by  meter  measurement,  shall  be 
charged  by  any  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual,  furnishing  natural  gas  in 
this  city.  Said  meters  to  be  furnished  by  the  corporation,  company,  firm  or  indi- 
viduals furnishing  gas.  The  consumer  may  use  said  gas  both  for  heating  and 
illuminating  purposes. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  reserve  the  right  to  revise 
the  rates  and  prices  herein  before  made,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

As  a  further  consideration  for  the  rights  herein  granted,  and  as  a  condition  there- 
of, said  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual,  exercising  any  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  shall  pay  into  the  city  treasury  of  Indianapolis,  annually,  after  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  introduction  ©f  gas  into  any  main  laid  by  it  or  them  in 
the  city,  the  sum  of  three  (3)  cents  per  foot  for  each  foot  of  mains  laid  by  such  cor- 
poration, company,  firm  or  individual,  within  the  city  limits,  exclusive  of  service 
connections ;  the  number  of  feet  of  mains  to  be  determined  and  certified  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  on  or  before  the 
1st  day  of  January,  of  each  year,  and  said  sum  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day 
of  January,  of  each  year,  after  said  one  year. 

Councilman  Edenharter  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  above : 

That  when  two  or  more  companies  have  mains  on  the  streets  or  alleys  upon 
♦which  are  situated  public  tuildings,  the  companies  who  do  not  furnish  natural  gas

And  for  that  purpose,  and  such 
manufacturing  firms,  companies  or  individuals,  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  such 
pipes  in  and  across  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  lanes  of  said  city,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  connect  its,  his  or  their  places  of  business  with  said  well,  subject  to  the 
general  restrictions  imposed  by  this  ordinance.

The  Board  of  Health  presented  the  following  communication ;  which 
was  received,  and  the  City  Clerk  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  a 
City  Scavenger : 

Indianapolis,  June  6th,  1887. 
To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Adlermen: 

Gentlemen: — We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  absence  of  any  contract  with 
the  fertilizer  companies  for  the  removal  of  dead  animals  from  the  streets  of  the 
city.  In  all  instances  where  the  dead  animals  are  large,  such  as  horses  and  cattle, 
the  companies  are  veryprompt  in  giving  them  attention,  since  they  can  be  utilized 
at  their  respective  establishments;  but  if  the  animals  are  small,  such  as  dogs  and 
cats,  they  are  either  tardy  or  no  attention  whatever  is  paid  to  the  notification  from 
the  Health  Board.  I  am  informed  that  under  the  present  regime,  they  are  under 
no  obligation  whatever  to  the  city  or  Health  Board,  but  are  willing  to  contract  for 
the  work,  if  given  an  opportunity  by  the  City  Council.  This  matter  should  receive 
immediate  attention,  since  the  Health  Board  can  provide  no  remedy  other  than  the 
one  mentioned.  Very  respectfully,

tee report  that  there  is  no  good  reason  for  the  re-paying  of  said  sum,  for  the  peti- 
tioner had  notice  that  no  lunch  counter  would  be  allowed  in  said  house,  and  he 
bought  the  lease  for  said  stalls  with  his  eyes  open  to  the  facts.  Therefore,  we  re- 
commend that  the  petition  be  not  granted.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Committees  on  Markets  of  the  Common  Council 

and  Board  of  Aldermen,  report  that  on  the  sale  of  stalls  in  the  Market  House  under 

Tomlinson  Hall,  all  of  the  stalls  were -sold  at  or  above  the  appraised  value  thereof, 

the  totals  of  which  are  as  follows: 

144  stalls  sold  for $5,085  50 

Space  B  sold  for ... 185  00 

Space  C  sold  for 102.00 

Space  E  sold  for.. 80  00 

Space  ¥  sold  for 75  00 

Total $5,527  50 

Spaces  A,  D  and  G  are  so  located  that  it  was  impracticable  to  use  them  other  than 
us  vacant  spaces,  and  therefore  were  not  sold.  The  restaurant  was  appraised  at 
$800.00,  but  we  were  unable  to  get  a  bid  for  that  amount.  We  recommend  that  it 
be  re-appraised  at  $600.00. 

Although  all  the  stalls  and  spaces  were  sold,  still  your  committees  found  that 
nearly  all  of  the  gardeners  and  farmers  were  unable  to  procure  stalls;  therefore 
your  committees  have  thought  best,  and  have  acted  upon  the  suggestion,  to  appraise 
the  spaces,  counting  nine  feet  to  a  space,  which  they  caused  to  be  measured  by  the 
City  Civil  Engineer,  along  the  curb-stones  on  both  sides  of  Market  street,  from 
Delaware  street  to  Alabama  street;  also,  both  sides  of  the  sidewalk  on  Iho  west  side 
of  Alabama  street,  from  Market  street  to  Wabash  street;  also  the  inside  of  the  side- 
walk east  from  the  meat  market  to  Alabama  street;  also  on  the  east  side  of  Dela- 
ware street,  from  Wabash  street  to  Court  street. 

The  42  spaces  on  the  north  side  of  Market  street,  between  Delaware  and  Ala- 
bama streets,  were  appraised  each  at  $20.00.  Each  of  the  spaces  numbered  from  43 
to  73,  inclusive,  and  located  on  both  sides  of  the  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Ala- 
bama street,  from  Market  street  to  Wabash  street,  were  appraised  at  $10  00.  The 
spaces  numbered  from  74  to  88,  inclusive,  bein^  located  east  of  the  meat  market 
and  on  the  north  side  of  the  north  sidewalk  of  Market  street,  were  each  appraised 
at  $20.00.  Each  of  the  spaces  numbered  from  89  to  103,  inclusive,  being  located  on 
the  south  side  of  Market  street,  between  Delaware  and  Alabama  streets,  were  ap- 
praised at  $15  00.  Each  of  the  spaces  numbered  from  134  to  159,  inclusive,  being 
located  on  the  east  side  of  Delaware  street,  between  Market  and  Court  streets,  were 
appraised  at  $20.03.  These  last  named  spaces  never  to  be  used  except  in  case  of 
necessity. 
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In  harmony  with  the  action  of  your  committees,  and  to  satisfy  the  demands  of 
the  marketers  now  located  in  the  two  buildings,  as  well  as  the  gardeners  and  farmers 
who  have  been  unable  to  secure  stalls,  and  in  justice  to  all  parties,  we  have  caused 
the  City  Attorney  to  prepare  an  ordinance  amendatory  of  Sections  six  and  eleven 
of  G.  O.  No.  2, 1887,  which  your  committees  introduced  with  this  report,  and  unani- 
mously recommend  the  immediate  passage  thereof,  in  order  that  \\\  ■  spaces  herein 
before. appraised  may  be  at  once  sold;  and  we  ask  that  our  report  in  this  matter  be 
approved.  We  further  recommend  that  the  sidewalks  on  the  north  side  of  Market 
street,  east  of  the  meat  market,  and  the  west  side  of  Alabama  street,  be  widened  at 
least  five  (5)  feet,  and  that  a  wooden  curb  be  placed  on  the  inside  of  said  walk.

Whereas,  From  the  limited  investigations  and  the  search  already  made,  there 
appears  a  reasonable  assurance  that  Indianapolis  is  adjacent  to  large  areas,  and  ap- 
parently inexhaustible  fields  of  natural  gas;   and 

Whereas,  The  boring  tor  and  piping  of  gas  to  this  city,  and  its  general  use  for 
domestic  and  manufacturing  purposes,  under  fair  and  equitable  conditions,  is  a  mat- 
ter of  much  concern  to  all.  Its  introduction  opens  a  new  field  to  this  city,  while  its 
use  would  be  a  guarantee  of  increased  population,  with  largely  extended  commer- 
cial prosperity,  and  the  success  and  substantial  growth  of  our  many  and  varied 
manufacturing  interests;   and 

Whereas,  We  recognize  the  fact  that  in  leasing  land,  boring  the  wells,  piping  and 
distributing  the  gas,  involves  a  large  expenditure  of  money,  for  which  investment 
the  parties  or  companies  undertaking  the  enterprise  should  be  well  and  sufficiently 
compensated  therefor,  keeping  constantly  in  view  the  one  important  result,  that  the 
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fuel  from  Nature's  great  reservoir  should  be  furnished  to  our  people  at  the  lowest 
possible  price  consistent  with  a  fair  return  for  the  money  invested  in  bringing  the 
same  to  this  city ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Exchange,  that  General  Ordinance  No.  14, 
1887,  now  pending  before  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  providing 
for  the  introduction  and  use  of  natural  gas  in  this  city,  be  urged  to  a  speedy  passage, 
after  the  same  shall  be  amended  as  follows,  to-wit: 

So  much  of  said  ordinance  as  levies  a  tax  of  three  (3)  cents  per  foot  upon  the 
mains  of  the  company  or  corporation  availing  themselves  of  its  provisions,  should  be 
stricken  out;  and  also  Section  11,  compelling  the  natural  gas  companl  s  to  furnish 
gas  free  to  all  schools,  public  buildings,  etc.,  should  be  stricken  from  the  ordinance. 

Realizing  in  its  fullest  measure  the  important  bearing  cheap  fuel  has  upon  the 
successful  operations  of  the  manufacturing  interests  of  our  city,  we  would  respect- 
fully but  earnestly  urge  that  no  ordinance  be  passed  that  does  not  place  a  maximum 
limit  upon  the  fixed  price  that  gas  shall  be  furnished  for  steam  and  manufacturing 
purposes,  as  well  as  for  domestic  use. 

After  the  ordinance  No.  14,  your  honorable  bodies  have  under  consideration* 
shall  be  amended  according  with  the  suggestions  herewith  offered,  we  would  re- 
spectfully urge  its  immediate  passage.

Alderman  Pritchard,  in  behalf  of  the  Special  Committee  on  G.  O.  14, 
1887,  submitted  the  following  report  and  amendments: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  17th,  1887. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  General  Ordinance 
No.  14,  1887,  known  as  the  "  Natural  Gas  Ordinance,"  report  and  submit  herewith 
a  number  of  amendments  to  the  Council  ordinance,  which  we  recommend  be  adopt- 
ed, and  that  the  ordinance  be  then  passed. 

We  do  not  report  in  favor  of  the  "mixer"  as  a  means  of  fixing  the  price  of  gas 
to.  the  consumer,  for  the  following  reason,  to-wit :  In  order  to  be  satisfactory  to  the 
consumer,  and  that  he  may  know  how  much  gas  he  is  receiving  for  so  much  money, 
the  price  fixed  for  the  mixer  per  month  or  year,  it  must  be  determined  and  settled, 
1st,  how  much  air  will  a  certain  mixer  admit  and  mix  with  the  gas  in  any  given 
time?  2d,  what  is  the  diameter  of  the  orifice  in  a  certain  mixer  for  the  admission 
of  gas?  3d,  these  two  things  settled,  then  what  pressure  must  be  on  the  mains  to 
supply  sufficient  gas  to  heat  a  stove  or  furnace  ? 

We  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  satisfactory  answer  to  any  of  these  questions. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  have  found  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  standard  "  mixer." 
There  are  many  kinds  of  mixers;  admitting  different  quantities  of  air,  and  different 
quantities  of  gas,  and  yet  all  the  same  number.  By  their  use,  instsad  of  securing  cer- 
tainty in  results,  we  would  continually  be  perplexed  with  most  provoking  uncertainty. 

We  have  therefore  adopted  a  scale  of  prices  by  their  numbers,  in  cooking  stoves, 
and  by  the  diameter  of  the  fire  pot  in  heating  stoves  and  furnaces.  If  a  consumer 
has  a  cooking  stove  and  a  base  burner  18  inches  fire-pot,  he  can  tell  at  a  glance  at 
the  schedule  what  price  he  will  have  to  pay  to  heat  his  two  stoves.  If  he  does  not 
like  the  schedule,  we  have  provided  that  he  may  have  his  gas  at  ten  cents  per 
thousand  feet  meter  measurement,  and  pay  for  what  he  uses.  For  manufacturers, 
we  provide  amendment,  gas  shall  be  supplied  in  four  different  ways: 

1st.  At  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  Indiana  steam  coal,  at  two  dollars  per  ton. 

2d.  By  meter  measurement,  at  seven  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

3d.  By  special  contract  with  the  gas  company:  Provided,  however,  that  such 
special  contracts  shall  be  uniform,  and  given  to  every  one  alike,  and  upon  the  same 
terms  to  all. 

4th.  May  pipe  gas  ror  their  own  use,  subject  to  no  conditions  whatever. 
sig.  40.  [379] 
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We  strike  out  the  clause  in  the  Council  ordinance  providing  for  free  gas  to  the 
city,  believing  that  the  best  interest  of  the  city  will  be  subserved  by  obtaining  this 
new  fuel  at  the  lowest  possible  price  at  which  it  can  be  obtained,  and  paying  for 
what  we  use. 

The  tax  of  three  cents  per  foot  of  main,  we  also  strike  out,  and  in  place  thereof 
reserve  a  right,  afier  five  years,  to  impose  a  tax  or  license  not  exceeding  three  cents 
per  foot  of  mains  in  the  streets,  if  at  that  time  it  is  thought  expedient  to  do  so. 

We  do  this  for  the  reason  that  we  believe  the  consumers  of  gas  will,  in  the  end, 
in  some  way,  pay  this  tax.  In  other  words,  the  price  of  the  gas  to  the  consumer, 
will  be  increased  the  amount  of  any  such  tax  imposed. 

In  all  our  calculations  on  this  subject,  we  have  been  compelled  to  resort  to  the 
meter  as  a  basis  of  all  our  calculations  embraced  in  the  schedule.  In  selling  natu- 
ral gas,  or  in  buying  it,  the  only  way  to  settle  the  amount  bought  or  sold,  is  by 
measurement.  The  only  exact  way  to  do  this,  is  by  the  meter.  The  meter  has 
been  recommended  to  us  by  representatives  of  every  gas  company  we  have  met. 
Any  other  method  that  has  been  suggested  to  us,  is  at  best  but  a  guess,  and  is  only 
approximately  correct,  unless  based  upon  measurement.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  whom, 
was  referred  sundry  matters,  report  thereon  as  follows : 

1st.  As  to  the  petition  of  Joseph  A.  Moore,  asking  for  the  refunding  of  $60.99, 
taxes  paid  on  Lot  38,  in  R.  B.  &  J.  S.  Duncan's  addition  to  the  city,  we  report  that 
this  is  a  case  covered  by  the  Statute,  and  will  have  to  be  re-paid.  We  recommend 
that  said  sum  be  paid. in  full  of  all  claims  arising  out  of  the  matter  set  forth  in  the 
petition. 

2d.  Is  the  communication  of  Sarah  J.  Fletcher,  agreeing  to  give  10  per  cent,  of 
S86.00,  i.  e.  $8.60,  for  the  release  of  her  Lot  four  (4)  in  Fiscus'  subdivision,  Block 
21,  Johnson's  addition,  which  assessment  was  made  on  account  of  the  opening  of 
Rohamp  on  street,  in  1876.  Since  the  owner  of  the  property  was  not  notified  in 
this  case  of  such  pioposed  opening,  the  assessment  on  Lot  4  was  illegal,  and  we  re- 
commend that  the  proposition  be  accepted,  and  that  when  the  $8.60  shall  have  been 
paid  int<>  the  treasury,  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to  satisfy  said  lien  so 
far  as  said  Lot  4  is  concerned. 

3d.  Is  the  communication  of  Tucker  &  Dorsey  Manufacturing  Company  of  May 
20th,  1887,  showing  that  the  city  taxes  for  1886  were  illegally  collected  from  them,

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  Mayor  and  City  Attorney,  through 
Councilman  Pearson,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  re- 
ceived : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  Special  Committee,  who  were  directed  at 
your  last  session  "  to  examine  the  charter  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company 
and  ascertain  what,  if  any,  of  the  provisions  of  said  charter  are  now  being  violated 
by  said  company,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  given  the  matter  as  careful 
an  examination  as  their  time  would  permit. 

At  one  of  our  meetings  the  President  and  Attorney  of  the  company  were  present, 
and  facts  presented  to  us  by  them,  have  somewhat  changed  the  aspect  of  a  few  mat- 
ters as  previously  represented  to  us. 

From  the  best  information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  as  to  the  facts  and  our 
own  opinion  as  to  the  law,  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  was  violating- 
provisions  of  its  charter  in  the  following  particulars,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  under  which  we  are  acting: 

1.  By  failing  to  use  the  "best  style  and  class  of  cars  used  on  such  railways  in 
other  cities,"  as  required  by  Section  4. 

2.  By  constructing  and  maintaining  a  number  of  turntables  in  the  public  streets, 
seme  of  which  have  been  long  and  seriously  objected  to  by  interested  citizens,  and 
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none  of  which  would  be  necessary  at  all,  if  the  "  best  style  and  class"  of  cars,  that  is, 
double  platform  cars,  were  used.  These  turn-tables  are  no  where  expressly  au- 
thorized. 

3.  By  using  the  tracks  of  the  company  in  hauling  manure  from  the  stables  to  a 
farm  on  the  Irvington  line,  in  box  cars  in  the  day  time,  whereas  said  Section  4  ex- 
pressly provides  that  "the  track  and  railways  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose 
than  to  transport  passengers  and  their  ordinary  baggage." 

4.  By  using  the  T  rail  and  old-style  flat  rad  (in  some  instances  with  the  flange 
turned  outward),  on  a  number  of  lines,  wheseas  Section  6  requires  that  all  tracks  of 
the  company  -'shall  be  composed  of  the  most  approved  rail." 

It  is  but  fair  to  the  company  to  say,  in  reference  to  this  matter,  that  its  President 
and  Attorney  claim  that  the  Council,  in  past  years,  has  in  some  way  sanctioned  or 
approved  these  lines  of  inferior  rails;  but  no  specific  action  to  that  effect  has  been, 
cited  to  us,  and  we  are  sure  that  no  amendment  to  the  charter  allowing  any  such 
thing,  has  ever  been  passed. 

We  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  complaint  of  citizens  in  the  eastern 
and  southern  sections  of  the  city,  with  reference  to  these  inferior  tracks,  found  on 
the  east  Washington  and  South  street  and  English  avenue  lines.  Both  the  track 
and  service  on  the  east  Washington  street  line  are  very  bad. 

5.  There  is  no  express  provision  in  the  charter  which  says  there  shall  be  con- 
ductors on  the  company's  cars.  But  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  various 
charter  provisions,  the  undersigned,  your  Att  rney,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  com- 
pany is  required  to  furnish  conductors  on  at  least  those  lines  where  there  is  heavy 
travel ;  and  in  this  opinion  the  balance  of  your  committee  concur. 

The  twelfth  Section,  as  amended  in  1876,  at  the  instance  of  the  company,  con- 
tains, among  other  thii.gs,  the  lollowing  provisions: 

"  Sixth.  The  conductors  and  drivers  employed  by  said  company  shall  use  care 
and  diligence  to  prevent  injury  to  persons,  and  on  the  appearance  of  danger  to  any 
one  on  or  near  the  track,  the  car  shall  be  stopped  as  quickly  as  possible. 

"Seventh.  All  proper  care  shall  be  used  by  conductors  and  drivers  to  prevent 
injury  to  teams,  carriages,  wagons  and  other  vehicles. 

"Eighth.  The  conductors  and  drivers  shall  not  allow  ladies  or  children  to  enter 
the  cars  while  in  motion. 

"Ninth.  Conductors,  or  drivers  when  theie  is  no  conductor  upon  the  car.  shall 
announce  to  passengers  in  a  distict  tone  the  names  of  the  streets  crossed  by  said 
railway  as  soon  as  the  cars  shall  have  approached  such  cross  street,  and  they  shall 
observe  the  same  rule  when  nearing  the  places  where  the  cars  cross  in  connection 
with  any  other  railway  track,  and  when  nearing  the  Uniou  Passenger  Depot." 

And  Section  17  of  the  charter  is  as  follows: 

"Sec.  17.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  after  the  passage  of  th:s  ordinance 
(or  any  period  of  time  thereafter),  said  company  shall  not  have  laid  ten  miles  of 
track,  or  more,  of  uniform  guage,  »nd  composed  of  the  most  approved  rail,  and 
shall  not  have  furnished  the  same  with  the  necessary  cars  of  the  best  style,  and  a 
sufficient  operative  force,  and  shall  not  have  continued  to  maintain  the  same  in 
operation,  according  to  the  intent  of  this  ordinance,  then  the  Common  Council 
may,  at  its  discretion,  order  a  just  and  fair  aprraisement  of  all  tracks,  cars,  animals, 
and  appurtenances  belonging  to  said  company,  and  purchase  the  same,  and  pay 
said  company  the  amount  of  said  appraised  value  therefore  ;  or  transfer  the  same 
to  any  person  or  corporation  who  will  pay  the  amount  of  said  appraised  value  to 
said  company  ;  and  when  said  purchase  or  transfer  has  been  made  by  the  Common 
Council,  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  said  company,  by  virtue  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  revert  to  the  Cit}^  of  Indianapolis  " 

Your  Committee  do  not  believe  that  a  driver  alone  on  a  line  where  there  is  a 
large  amount  of  travel,  is  "a  sufficient  operative  force,"  as  required  by  the  last 
quuted  section  ;  nor  that  he  can,  with  his  many  other  duties  to  perform,  "use  all 
proper  care  and  diligence  to  prevent  injury  to  persons,  teams,  carriages,"  etc.,  as 
directed  by  Section  12. 
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6.  Section  15  provides  how  the  Council  may  order  new  lines  of  track  built,  how 
the  company  shall  proceed  under  such  orders  to  construct  the  same,  etc. 

The  company  has  recently  violated  the  provisions  of  this  section  on  its  part  by 
failing  to  certify  to  the  Council  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  its  Board  of  Directors, 
ordering  the  construction  of  the  line  on  Mississippi  street,  with  the  affidavit  of  the 
President  of  said  company  attached ;  that  it  was  the  design,  in  good  faith,  of  said 
company  to  proceed  immediately  to  construct  said  line  from  Indiana  avenue  to 
Twelflh  street,  as  previously  ordered  by  resolution  of  the  Council.  But  on  the 
contrary,  the  company  built  a  small  part  of  said  line  last  year  stopping  near  First 
street,  and  has  since  persistently  refused  to  proceed  any  further,  and  the  President 
of  said  company  has  stated  to  your  Committee  that  the  company  does  not  intend 
to  build  said  track  to  Twelfth  street,  at  least  for  some  years. 

This  is  the  most  direct  route  to  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  and  North  Indianapolis, 
and  the  laying  of  this  piece  of  track  is  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  company's 
charter  and  hinders  the  building  of  a  line  to  said  points. 

7.  We  may  also  be  permitted  to  remind  you  that  said  company  has  recently 
attempted  to  violate,  and,  so  far  as  it  has  been  able  to  do  so  in  advance,  has  viola- 
ted the  ordinance  of  1884,  amending  Section  5  (as  theretofore  amended)  of  its 
charter,  by  notifying  the  (^ lerk  in  advance  that  it  would  not  pay  its  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  re-paving  Washington  street.  This,  too,  in  face  of  the  fact  that  it  runs 
fifteen  lines  of  cars  on  said  street.  Their  refusal  in  this  matter  has  for  years  pre- 
vented the  improvement  of  said  street. 

8.  The  rails  of  the  company  are  in  many  places  elevated  above  the  yrade  of  the 
street,  and  in  other  places  the  tracks  followed  by  the  mules  propelling  the  cars  are 
cut  so  far  below  the  grade  as  to  cause  pools  of  water  to  stand  in  time  of  rains  until 
let  out  by  excavating  under  the  rails.  The  elevation  of  the  rails  at  certain  turns 
is  so-high  above  the  surface  of  the  streets  as  to  constitute  a  clear  violation  of  Sec- 
tion 5  of  the  charter.  Respectfully  submitted,

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing an  extension  of  street  railway  line  to  Crown  Hill,  beg  leave  to  report: 

1st.  That  they  have  held  a  number  of  meetings  and  attempted  to  devise  some 
plan  by  which  such  extension  could  be  procured. 

They  invited  persons  in  authority  who  could  in  any  way  give  them  information- 
that  would  assist  them  in  this  matter. 
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Acting  upon  a  suggestion  of  Mr.  Albert  Sahm,  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  the  committee  caused  to  be  circulated  a  petition  for  the 
building  of  a  bridge  across  Fitll  Creek  at  Mississippi  and  Twelfth  streets,  and  also 
for  the  construction  of  a  free  gravel  road  extending  north  therefrom,  which  peti- 
tion we  have  now  in  our  possession  and  will  at  once  place  the  same  before  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

"While  we,  as  a  committee,  fuvor  the  immediate  extension  of  said  street  railway 
lines  to  Crown  Hill,  we  find  that  the  city  has  no  authority  to  compel  the  Citizen's 
Street  Railway  Co.  to  extend  their  lines  with  out  the  city  limits. 

As  a  committee  we  believe  that  we  have  attempted  all  that  can  be  done  in  this 
matter  at  present. 

2d.  The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  referred  to  our  committee  on 
May  21,  1887: 

Whereas,  The  Citizen's  Street  Railway  Company  has  not  complied  with  the 
resolution  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  heretofore  passed,  ordering  said 
company  to  extend  and  build  a  line  of  street  railway  on  Mississippi  street,  from 
Indiana  avenue  to  Twelfth  street;  and 

Whereas,  Said  company  has  not  complied  with  the  orders  of  the  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  in  other  matters,  as  under  the  provisions  of  their  franchise 
they  are  required  to  do  ;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  That  the  right  of  said 
compan}'  to  the  use  and  occupancy.of  said  Mississippi  street  by  said  company  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  and  building  thereon  a  line  of  street  railway,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  forfeited ;  and  said  company  is  hereby  ordered  to  take  up  that  part 
of  its  track  now  laid  on  said  street.     And  be  it 

Resolved,  further,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  A1-* 
dermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  that  public  interests  would  be  subserved  by  the 
construction  and  operation  of  another  system  of  street  railways  in  this  city;  there- 
fore we  pledge  ourselves  to  grant  a  franchise  to  any  properly  organized  corporation 
to  build,  maintain  and  operate  a  general  system  of  street  railways  in  this  city,  and 
we  especially  invite  the  attention  of  persons  or  corporations  engaged  in  building, 
and  operating  electric  and  cable  street  railroads  to  Indianapolis  as  a  place  for  in- 
vestment.

Gentlemen: — I  was  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  draft  an  ordinance 
ito  be  introduced  by  the  Mayor,  requiring  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Co.  to  pro- 
vide and  maintain  conductors  on  its  lines  of  roads  in  this  city,  who,  in  addition  to

consumers;  and  in  no  case  shall  preference  be  given  in  price  to  one  consumer  over 
another,  by  the  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual,  furnishing  natural  gas, 
or  3d,  by  meter  measurement,  not  exceeding  seven  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Such  meters  shall  be  promptly  furnished  by  the  corporation,  company,  firm  or 
individual  furnishing  such  gas,  and  which  meters  shall  be  without  cost  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  furnished  upon  the  written  application  of  such  consumer.  The  con- 
sumer may  use  said  gas  for  both  heating  and  illuminating  purposes.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  27,  1887. 

To  the  Honorable  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — On  the  25th  of  June  I  received  notice  of  a  resolution  which  passed 
your  honorable  Boards,  requiring  us  to  take  up  within  six  days  the  unused  track 
on  Central  Avenue,  and  stating  that  we  had  lain  the -same  in  opposition  to  the 
wishes  of  the  property  holders  on  that  street,  as  expressed  in  a  remonstrance 
against  the  same.  This  is  altogether  a  mistake.  This  work  was  done  in  accord- 
ance with  a  petition  from  the  property  holders  representing  a  majority  of  the 
front  feet  on  said  avenue,  which  petition  we  have  yet  in  our  possession,  and  if 
necessary  will  transmit  it  to  your  honorable  Boards.  However,  while  we  were 
laying  the  track  in  question,  the  citizens  for  some  cause  changed  their  minds, 
and  remonstrated  against  it;  whereupon,  we  suspended  the  work,  and  it  has  been 
in  a  state  of  suspension  from  that  day  to  this,  and  there  has  been  no  formal  ex- 
pression indicating  a  change  of  mind  against  the  remonstrance  since.  The  track 
upon  Central  avenue  was  also  laid  in  accordance  with  our  charter,  giving  us  the 
right  to  lay  upon  "Fort  Wayne  Avenue  or  Koad,"  a  portion  of  which  is  now 
known  as  Central  Avenue,  and  upon  which  portion  we  have  the  unused  track  in 
question. 

I  now  desire  to  submit  to  your  honorable  Boards  the  following  proposition  : 
That  I  will  recommend  to  our  company  that  they  agree  to  remove  that  track 
whenever,  under,  and  according  to  the  ordinance  just  granted  to  the  Indianapolis 
Cable  Company,  they  have  built  said  cable  construction  near  thereto,  so  that  said 
track  shall  not  be  any  hinderance  whatever,  but  shall  be  promptly  removed  in 
advance  of  their  work. 

In  the  meantime  I  will  keep  that  track  covered  up  so  as  to  be  no  obstruction  in 
the  streets,  and  will  not  attempt  to  finish  that  line  until  after  November,  1888,  the 
expiration  of  the  time  allowed  the  Cable  Company  under  their  ordinance:  Pro- 
vided, that  all  the  rights  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Kailway  Company,  other  than 
herein  provided,  shall  be  preserved  in  said  street,  and  that  if  s-iid  Cable  Company- 
shall  not  construct  a  cable  road  as  provided  in  their  ordinance  heretofore  passed 
by  your  honorable  Boards,  the  Citizens'  Street  Kailway  Company  may  then  join 
the  said  unused  track  to  their  present  system,  in  accordance  with  their  charter: 
Provided,  further,  that  this  agreement  shall  be  void  should  there  be  any  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  said  Cable  Company,  or  any  other  Company,  to  construct  a  line  to 
be  operated  by  animal  power  on  the  said  street. 

I  will,  also  recommend  our  Company  to  make  precisely  the  same  agreement 
with  reference  to  our  tracks  on  Mississippi  street,  with  the  same  limitations  and 
provisions  as  to  time,  etc. 

I  think  it  but  fair,  however,  to  state  that  I  have  no  doubt  as  to  the  legal  rights 
of  my  company  on  both  these  streets,  and  I  am  induced  to  make  these  proposi- 
tions to  you  on  account  of  the  popular  demand  for  a  cable  street  railroad,  and 
with  deference  to  the  wishes  of  your  honorable  Bodies.

The  ordinance — G.  O.  14,  1887 — was  then  read  the  second  time. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Natural  Gas,  through  Councilman  Swain, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapo'is  ; 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  Special  Gas  Committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
*ferred  General  Ordinance  No.  14,  of  1887,  as  amended  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
"beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  held  two  meetings  and  carefully  considered 
said  ordinance.  Afte*  taking  the  opinion  of  a  Wge  number  of  citizens  and  inter- 
ested persons,  we  concluded  to  make  no  changes  in  the  schedule  of  prices,  as 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

We  have,  however,  agreed  on  several  amendments  to  other  portions  of  the  ordi- 
nance, which  we  herewith  report,  and  recommend  their  adoption  : 

AMENDMENTS. 

1.  Amend  section  two  (2)  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  an  additional  clause  as 
follows:  "6.  That  the  said  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual,  accepting 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  begin  work  thereunder  within  sixty  days 
after  accepting  the  provisions  hereof,  and  shall  within  one  year,  lay  not  less  than 
twenty-five  miles  of  mains  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city." 

2.  Amend  section  (5)  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  the  following  words: 
"Notice  given  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  writing  shall  be  sufficient." 

3.  Amend  section  ten  (10)  by  adding  after  the  word  '■  Engineer,"  in  line  15, 
page  5,  the  following  words,  to-wit:  "  when  concurred  in  by  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen." 

4.  Amend  section  eleven  (11)  as  follows:  Add  the  following  words  immediately 
after  line  151,  page  8: 

"The  measurements  of  diameters  hereinbefore  referred  to,  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  the  average  or  mean  diameter  of  the  fire-pots,  as  stoves  are  constructed  at 
the  present  time. 

"  When  any  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual  supplying  the  city  of  In- 
dianapolis or  its  inhabitants  with  natural  gas,  has  once  reduced  the  price  of  gas 
below  the  schedule  of  prices  hereinbefore  set  out,  such  corporation,  company,  firm 
or  individual  shall  be  prohibited  from  increasing  such  reduced  schedule  of  prices 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  then  only  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen." 

5.  Also,  amend  said  section  eleven  (11)  by  striking  out  all  of  lines  165  to  171 
inclusive,  on  page  8,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words: 

"Any  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual  furnishing  gas  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  shall  have  the  right  to  discontinue  the  further  supply  of 
gas  to  any  consumer,  in  case  of  ten  days'  default  after  the  first  day  of  each  suc- 
ceeding month  in  the  payment  of  charges  for  said  gas.  But  when  payment  of  such 
charges  shall  have  been  made,  gas  shall  aga  n  be  furnished  to  such  consumer  on 
his  request." 

Also,  further  amend  said  section  eleven  (11)  by  striking  out  all  of  lines  172,  173 
and  174,  on  page  8,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"  For  all  manufacturing  purposes,  and  for  all  other  consumers,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  not  designated  in  the  foregoing  schedule,  for  which  natural  gas  can  or 
may  be  utilized,  such  natural  ga'  shall  be  supplied ;  and," 

7.  Also,  amend  said  section  eleven  (11)  by  adding  after  the  word  "purposes" 
in  line  186,  page  9,  the  following  words :  "  as  hereinbefore  provided." 
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8.  Also,  amend  said  section  eleven  (11)  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof,  after  line 
190  the  following  words:  "The  rates  hereinbefore  provided  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, shall  be  based  upon  a  pressure  of  four  ounces  per  square  inch  at  the  point 
of  consumption." 

9.  Amend  section  thirteen  (13)  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"Sec.  13.  Any  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual  accepting  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  compelled  to  furnish  gas  to  all  applicants  for  any 
purpose  a'ong  its,  his  or  their  lines  of  mains  as  provided  for  in  section  eleven 
hereof,  whenever  applied  for.  And  any  such  corporation,  company,  firm  or  indi- 
vidual shall  commence  to  extend  its,  his  or  their  mains,  according  to  the  most  im- 
proved plans,  along  any  street,  alley,  avenue,  lane  or  public  ground  contiguous  to 
where  its,  his,  or  their  mains  are  already  laid,  within  sixty  days  after  being  so 
ordered  by  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  :  Provided, 
the  same  shall  ba  petitioned  for  by  owners  or  occupants  of  real  estate  along  the 
line  proposed  to  be  extended,  and  that  ten  per  centum  of  such  petitioners  shall 
agree  to  become  consumers  of  gas,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  stub  proposed  extension  is  reasonable  and  ought  to  be 
made,  and  shall  continue  such  work  and  push  the  same  to  completion  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  and  failing  to  comply  with  any  such  order,  shall  be  fined,  as  hereinafter 
provided  ;  and  e*ch  day's  failure  to  comply  with  any  such  order,  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense." 

10.  Amend  section  eighteen  (18)  by  striking  out  the  words  "  sixty  days,"  in 
line  11,  page  10,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words :  "  six  months"

We  concur  in  the  foregoing  report,  except  the  last  clause  of  the  first  proposed 
amendment,  which  requires  any  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual  to  lay 
twenty  five  miles  of  mains  inside  of  the  city  limits  during  the  first  year  after  ac- 
cepting the  provisions  of  the  ordinance.  We  do  not  believe  that  any  company- 
finding  gas  in  greater  or  less  quantities  should  be  deprived  of  supplying  it  to  the 
city,  or  any  particular  section  thereof,  simply  because  such  company  may  not  be 
able  or  desire  to  lay  as  much  as  twenty-five  miles  of  mains  inside  of  the  city  within 
the  short  space  of  one  year.  Wells  are  now  being  sunk  near  and  inside  the  limits 
of  the  city;  and  should  any  one  of  the  companies  succeed  in  striking  gas  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  to  supply  even  that  particular  section,  it  ought  not  to  be  deprived 
of  doing  so,  as  it  would  most  likely  be  able  to  furnish  its  gas  cheaper  than  a  com- 
pany piping  the  same  many  miles,  whereas  the  above  provision  would  prevent 
such  a  company  from  utilizing  its  gas  for  public  supply  entirely. 

With  a  proviso  added  to  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  effect  that  it  shall  not 
apply  to  any  company,  firm,  corporation,  or  individual  finding  gas  within  five 
miles  of  the  limits  of  the  city,  we  would  concur.

After  a  careful  examination  of  Section  18  of  Gas  ordinance,  I  think  the  city  is 
not  fully  protected  in  i  s  right  to  purchase  after  ten  years,  in  said  section,  as  it  now 
appears  in  the  ordinance.  If  for  any  cause  the  company  failed  to  appoint,  or  the  ar- 
bitrators failed  to  agree,  and  failed  to  agree  on  a  third  arbitrator,  then  no  purchase 
could  take  place,  because  of  no  way  to  fix  the  price  to  be  paid  in  such  case,  and  this 
would  likely  occur  if  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  city  to  purchase.  To  remedy 
this,  I  have  prepared  an  amendment  which  I  think  is  just  and  will  cover  the  case. 
Besides,  the  company  might  insist  on  the  commercial  value  of  the  franchise  as  a 
part  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  mere  plant,  and  this  would  definitely  fix 
that  matter.  Respectfully,  ■    Wm.  Patterson.

amount  and  award,  but  in  case  they  fail  to  agree  or  make  such  award,  or  in  case  of 
failure  of  either  party  to  select  such  arbitrator  as  herein  provided,  then,  and  in 
such  case,  the  amount  may  be  determined  by  a  jury  in  any  suit  or  action  brought 
for  that  purpose  by  either  party  in  the  Circuit  or  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  to  be  tried  and  determined  as  any  other  question  of  fact  as  de- 
termined in  such  court,  and  the  amount  so  awarded  by  such  arbitrators  or  jury  is 
to  be  paid  within  six  months  after  it  is  so  determined  finally,  either  by  such  arbi- 
trators or  jury. 

Which  was  laid  on  the  table  on  motion  by  Council  Coy. 

Councilman  Pearson  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  ordi- 
nance : 

To  strike  out  of  line  5  and  6,  Section  18,  page  6,  the  words,  "and  shall  have  the 
right  to  purchase  said  plant  or  plants  at  the  expiration  of  each  successive  five  years 
thereafter.  Also,  insert  in  line  4,  said  Section  18,  between  the  words  "at"  and 
"the,"  the  words,  "any  time  after."

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GENERAL  ORDINANCE,   No.  14,  1887. 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  corporations,  firms,  companies  or  individuals  to  lay  and 

maintain  pipes  in  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  lanes  and   public  grounds  in  the 

City  of  Indianapo'is,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  said  city  and  its  inhabitants 

with  natural  gas  for  heating  and  illuminating  purposes. 

Suction  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  that  any  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  or  any  firm,  company  or  individual,  having  its,  his,  or  their  prin- 
cipal offices  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  may  lay,  extend  and  maintain 
mains,  branches,  pipes  and  conduits  through  the  streets,  avenues,  lines,  alleys  and 
public  grounds  ot  said  city,  and  may  take  up  for  the  purpose  of  alterating,  chang- 
ing or  repairing  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  necessities  of  the  case  may  re- 
quire, for  the  purpose  of  supplying  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  natural  gas, 
under  and  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  upon  the  conditions  hereinafier  set  out. 

Sec.  2.  Before  any  corporation,  firm,  individual  or  company  desiring  to  pipe 
the  City  of  Ind'anapolis,  for  the  supply  of  natural  gas,  shall  do  any  work  toward 
laying  any  mains  or  pipes  in  any  street,  avenue,  lane,  alley,  or  public  ground 
thereof,  such  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $50  000. 
to  the  acceptance  and  approval  of  the  Mayor,  in  which  one  or  more  of  the  sureties 
shall  reside  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  conditioned  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  said  corporation,  firm,  individual  or  company  will  not,  in  any  man- 
ner, molest  damage  or  interfere  with  any  of  the  gas  or  water  pipes,  or  public  or 
private  sewers  now  laid  or  constructed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  la'd  or  con- 
structed, in  or  along  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  avenues  or  public  grounds  of 
said  city. 

2-  That  the  said  corporation,  firm,  individual  or  company  will  restore  any  and 
all  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  avenues  or  public  gjounls  in  which  it  or  they  may  lay 
mains  or  pipes,  or  which  it  or  they  shall  disturb  or  interfere  with  in  laying  pipes, 
or  trenching  or  excavating  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  or  pipes,  or  in  using 
any  of  the  apparatus  or  machinery  in  connection  therewith,  to  as  good  condition 
as  they  were  before  the  laying  and  use  of  said  mains  or  pipes,  apparatus  and  ma- 
chinery, and  before  said  "trenching  and  excavating  were  begun,  and  that  it  will 
maintain  the  same  in  such  condition  for  one  year  after  such  mains  or  pipes  are 
laid,  or  such  trenches  or  excavations  dug  or  made.  And  in  all  cases  where  said 
city  shall  have  taken  a  bond  or  agreement  from  any  contractor  to  keep  and  main- 
tain the  pavements  in  any  street  in  good  repair  for  a  given  time,  the  said  corpora- 
tion, individual,  firm  or  company  shall  keep  that  portion  of  any  such  street  from 
which  it  may  remove  the  pavement  for  the  purpose  of  laying  its  mains,  pipes  and 
conduits,  in  good  condition  and  repair  for  the  same  period  of  time  stipulated  in 
such  bond  or  agreement  between  the  city  and  the  contractor. 

3.  Thav  the  said  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company  will,  without  delay, 
clear  all  such  streets  and  places  of  the  dirt  and  rubbish  caused  by,  or  resulting 
from,  the  laying  of  said  mains  or  pipes,  or  making  such  trenches  or  excavations. 

4.  That  the  said  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company,  will  reimburse  the 
said  city  lor  all  sums  it  may  expend  in  restoring  any  strae:  or  other  public  place, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  as  good  condition  as  the  same  was  before  the  same  was 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  mains  or  pipes  therein,  and  for  all  sums  ex- 
pended in  clearing  any  of  such  streets  or  places  from  the  dirt  or  rubbish  caused 
by,  or  resulting  from,  the  laying  of  said  mains  or  pipes  where  the  said  corportion, 
individual,  firm  or  company  failed  to  restor  1  the  streets  or  other  places,  or 
remove  such  dirt  or  rubbish,  as  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

5.  That  it  will  indemnify  and  same  harmless  the  eity  from  and  against  any  and 
all  claims,  demands,  actions,  suits,  judgments  or  liabilities  of  every  kind  that  the 
said  city  may  be  subjected  to,  or  incur  in  consequence  of,  or  growing  out  of  the 
opening  of  said  streets  or  other  places,  or  the  laying  of  said  mains  or  pipes  therein, 
or  of  permitting  or  having  such  gas  within  the  city,  or  in  such  mains  or  pipes,  or 
in  said  streets  or  other  places,  or  the  doing  of  the  work  incident  to  this  grant,  or 
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the  manner  of  doing  the  same,  or  in  consequence  of  injuries  or  damage  to  persons 
or  property  by  such  gas,  or  by  reason  of  any  explosion  of  such  gas,  or  in  conse- 
quence of  or  growing  out  of  the  failure  of  said  company  to  restore  the  said  streets 
and  other  places  to  as  good  condition  as  they  were  before  being  opened  by  it,  or 
in  consequence  of  or  growing  out  of  any  negligence  of  the  agents  or  s  rvants  of 
said  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company.  It  being  the  intention  of  the  city 
and  any  and  all  corporations,  companies,  firms  and  individuals  accepting  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  that  said  corporations,  companies,  firms  and  individuals, 
shall  be  and  become  primarily  liable  as  between  them  and  said  city,  in  all  such 
cases. 

6.  That  the  said  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual  accepting  the  provis 
ions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  begin  work  thereunder  within  sixty  days  after  accept- 
ing the  provisions  hereof,  and  shall,  within  one  year,  lay  not  less  than  twenty-five 
miles  of  mains  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  Mayor  may  require  the  renewal  of  the  bond  provided  for  in  the 
last  section  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  it  has  become  insufficient  by  reason  of  the 
death  or  insolvency  of  any  of  the  sureties  on  said  bond. 

Sec.  4.  All  mains  or  pipes  laid  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
laid  in  the  alleys  wherever  the  same  is  practicable;  and  no  route  shall  ever  be  se- 
lected, or  mains  or  pipes  laid  in  said  city,  by  any  corporation,  individual,  firm  or 
company  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  until  a  general  plan  showing  the 
street,  alley,  avenue,  lane  or  public  ground  to  be  opened,  and  the  proposed  loca- 
tion of  the  mains  or  pipes  in  such  street,  alley,  avenue,  lane  or  public  ground,  and 
the  highest  pressure  intended  to  be  carried  on  said  line,  with  the  precautions  for 
safety,  shall  have  been  furnished  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
polis  and  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  receive  their  ap- 
proval, which  general  plan  shall  be  retained  by  said  engineer  in  his  office  as  a  pub- 
lic record. 

Sec.  5.  Wheneyer  the  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  determine  to  construct  any 
sewer  in,  along  or  across  any  street,  alley,  avenue,  lane  or  public  ground  where 
any  main  or  pipe  of  such  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company  shall  be  laid, 
said  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  at  its,  his, 
or  their  own  expense,  lower,  elevate,  change  or  remove  the  mains  or  pipes  so  that 
said  sewer  may  be  laid  at  the  point  and  place  determined  upon  by  said  city.  No- 
tice given  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  writing  shall  be  sufficient. 

Sec.  6.  All  pavements,  sidewalks,  cross  walks,  curb-stones,  gutters,  streets,  al- 
leys or  public  grounds  in  any  way  displaced,  disturbed  or  injured  by  any  corpora- 
tion; individual  firm  or  company,  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  ordniance,  in 
laying,  altering,  repairing,  or  maintaining  its,  his.  or  their  mains,  pipes,  street- 
boxes,  valves,  or  other  appliances,  shall  immediately  be  restored,  replaced,  repaired, 
and  put  in  as  good  condition  as  the  same  were  before  being  disturbed  or  replaced, 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  All  work  in  laying  or  repairing  mains  or  pipes  shall  be  prosecuted  in 
such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  public  use  or  travel  upon  the  streets, 
avenues,  lanes  and  alleys  of  said  city  where  it  can  be  avoided.  And  when  such 
use  is  unavoidedly  obstructed  by  any  corporation,  individual  firm,  or  company 
accepting  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  said  corporation,  individual,  firm  or 
company,  as  the  case  maybe,  shall,  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  repair  and  replace 
such  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds  so  that  the  public  use  will 
not  be  obstructed  beyond  a  reasonable  time  The  work  shall  be  pushed  as  rapidly 
as  possible  to  completion,  and  all  of  the  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys  and  public 
grounds  shall  ba  promptly  restored  to  as  good  condition  as  they  were  in  before  the 
work  was  commenced,  and  shall  be  kept  in  such  condition  by  said  corporation,  in- 
dividual, firm  or  company,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  period  of  one  year.  No 
street,  alley,  avenue,  lane  or  public  ground  shall  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  lay- 
ing mains  or  pipes  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  between  December  1  and 
March  1,  unless  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  in  specific  cases,  shall  authorize  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  All  pipes,  mains  and  apparatus  of  every  kind  and  description  used  by  any 
corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company,   accepting  the  provisions  of  this  ordi-

nance,  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  design  and  quality.  All  pipes  shall  be  stand- 
ard weight,  and  shall  be  so  laid  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  streets, 
alleys,  avenues,  lanes,  or  public  grounds,  after  the  same  are  in  place.  The  mains 
and  service  pipes  shall  also  be  so  laid  in  the  public  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  lanes, 
and  public  grounds  of  said  city  as  to  prevent  the  escape  of  gas,  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  that  the  use  of  the  gas  will  be  safe.  Said  service  pipes  shall  be  laid  to  the 
property  line  without  expense  to  the  persons  desiring  to  use  the  gas. 

Skc.  9.  If  the  City  Civil  Engineer  shall  discover  at  any  time  that  any  corpora- 
tion, individual,  firm,  or  company  is  prosecuting  it«,  his,  or  their  work  in  a  care- 
less, dilatory,  incompetent,  or  unskillful  manner,  he  shall  notify  the  corporation, 
individual,  firm,  or  company  prosecuting  the  work  in  writing,  and  i  such  careless 
nes3,  incompentency,  dilatoriness  and  unskillfulness  is  not  immediately  remedied, 
he  shall  report  the,  same  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  who 
shall  have  power  to  pass  and  enforce  such  ordinances  or  resolutions  as  shall  rem- 
edy the  defect. 

Sec.  10.  In  order  to  provide  against  gas  that  may  escape  from  high  or  low 
pressure  mains  and  pipes,  from  passing  into  cellars,  sewers,  and  buildings,  it  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  made,  the  duty  of  all  such  corporation*,  companies,  firms,  and 
individuals  laying  mains  or  pipes  for  carrying  gas,  as  aforesaid,  when  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  said  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen to  provide,  turnish  and  supply  a  system  of  escape  pipes,  to  be  approved  by 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  said  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  suffic- 
ient to  carry  off  any  and  all  gas  which  may  leak  or  escape  through  defective  joints, 
service-pipes,  connections,  or  defects  in  the  mains.  Gauges  showing  the  amount 
of  pressure  on  all  natural  gas  lines  shall  be  erected  at  the  expense  of  such  corpora- 
tions, companies,  firms,  or  individuals,  and  sha1!  be  open  at  ail  times  to  public  in- 
spection, and  located  at  such  points  as  may  be  directed  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
when  concurred  in  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  ol  Aldermen.  And  it 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby  made,  the  duty  ot  said  Engineer  to  notify  such  corporation, 
company,  firm,  or  individual  to  reduce  or  cut  off  the  pressure  upon  such  line  or 
lines  as  the  public  safety  from  time  to  time  may  require;  and  it  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  made,  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to  institute  such  legal  proceedings  as 
may  be  necessary  to  compel  a  compliance  with  ihe  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  with  all  other  ordinances  now  in  force  or  hereafter  passed,  and  all  acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  affecting  such  natural  gas  companies.  . 

Sec  11.  In  consideration  of  the  use  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenue  and  lanes  and 
public  grounds  of  this  city,  and  for  the  granting  of  this  franchise,  all  corp  -rations, 
companies,  firms  and  individuals  availing  themselves  of  the  rights  under  this  ordi- 
nance, shall,  as  a  condition  to  the  exercise  of  the  franchise  herein  granted,  furnish 
natural  gas  to  consumer  for  and  at  schedule  of  prices  following,  to  wit:

The  measurements  of  diameters  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  the  average  or  mean  diameter  of  the  fire  pots,  as  stoves  are  constructed  at 
the  present  time. 

When  any  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual,  supplying  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  or  its  inhabitants  with  natural  gas,  has  once  reduced  the  price  of  gas 
below  the  schedule  of  prices  hereinbefore  set  out,  such  corporation,  company,  firm, 
or  individual  shall  be  prohibited  from  increasing  such  reduced  schedule  of  prices 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  then  only  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Not  to  exceed  one-half  of  the  schedule  rates  shall  be  charged  for  grates  and 
stoves  used  for  heating,  in  cases  where  boilers  or  furnaces  are  used  for  heating. 

Any  consumer  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  schedule  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
quire gas  to  be  furnished  by  meter  measurement  and  not  by  said  schedule  rates;. 
but  in  that  event,  such  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual  shall  have  the 
right  to  charge  and  receive  therefor  any  sum  not  exceeding  10  cents  per  1,000  cu- 
bic feet.  Such  meters  shall  be  promptly  furnished  upon  the  written  application  of 
any  consumer,  without  cost  to  such  consumer,  by  such  corporation,  company,  firm, 
or  individual. 

The  consumer  may  use  such  gas  for  both  heating  and  illuminating  purposes. 

Any  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual  furnshing  gas  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinance,  shall  have  the  right  to  discontinue  the  further  supply  of  gas- 
to  any  cons-umer  in  case  of  ten  day's  default  after  the  first  day  of  each  succeeding- 
month  in  the  payment  of  charges  for  said  gas.  But  when  payment  of  such  charges 
shall  have  been  made  gas  shall  again  be  furnished  to  such  consumer  on  his  request. 

"/For  all  manufacturing  purposes,  and  for  all  other  consumers,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  not  designated  in  the  foregoing  schedule,  for  which  natural  gas  can  or 
may  be  utilized,  such  natural  gas  shall  be  supplied  and  furnished  at  the  option  of 
the  consumer;  1st,  either  at  50  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  Indiana  steam  coal  at  two 
dollars  per  ton,  or,  2nd,  by  special  agreement;  and  in  that  event,  at  the  same  rate 
to  all,  whether  large  or  small  consumers,  and  in  no  case  shall  preference  be  given 
in  price  to  one  consumer  over  another  by  the  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  indi- 
vidual furnishing  natural  gas;  or,  3rd,  by  meter  measurement  not  exceeding  seven 
cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Such  meters  shall  be  promptly  furnished  by  the  corporation,  company,  firm,  or 
individual  furnishing  such  gas,  and  which  meters  shall  be  without  cost  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  furnished  upon  the  written  application  of  such  consumer.  The  consu- 
mer may  use  said  gas  for  both  heating  and  illuminating  purposes,  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  expressly  reserve  the 
right  to  revise  and  refix  the  rates  and  prices,  herein  designated,  at  any  time  after 
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the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.  The 
rates  hereinbefore  provided  for  domestic  purposes  shall  be  based  upon  a  pressure 
of  four  ounces  per  square  inch  at  the  point  of  consumption 

Sec.  12.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right  at  any 
time  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, to  require  any  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual,  furnishing  gas 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to  pay  into  the  City  Treasury,  annnally,  a 
license  or  tax  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three  cents  per  foot  of  mains  laid  by  such 
corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual  within  the  city  limits,  exclusive  of  ser- 
vice connections. 

Sec.  13.  Any  corporation,  company,  firm,  0?  individual  accepting  the  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinrnce,  shall  be  compelled  to  furnish  gas  to  all  applicants  for  any 
purpose  along  its,  his  or  tneir  lines  of  mains,  as  provided  for  in  Section  ]  1  hereof, 
whenever  applied  for.  ^  And  any  such  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual 
shall  commence  to  extend  its,  his,  or  their  mains  according  to  the  most  approved 
plan,  along  any  street,  alley,  avenue,  lane,  or  public  ground  contiguous  to  where 
its,  his,  or  their  mains  are  already  laid,  within  sixty  days  after  being  so  ordered  by 
resolution  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen;  provided,  the  same 
shall  be  petitioned  for  by  owners  or  occupants  of  real  estate  along  the  line  pro- 
posed to  be  extended,  and  that  10  per  centum  of  such  petitioners  shall  agree  to  be- 
come consumers  of  gas,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Common  Cou  cil  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  snch  proposed  extention  is  reasonable  and  ought  to  be  made,  and 
shall  continue  such  work  and  push  the  same  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  possible; 
and  failing  to  comply  with  any  such  order,  shall  be  fined,  as  hereinafter  provided; 
and  each  day's  failure  to  comply  with  any  such  order  shall  constitute  a  separate 
offense. 

Sec.  14.  No  corporation,  company,  firm,  or  individual  shall  exercise  any  of  the 
rights  of  laying  pipes  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  until  such  corporation,  company, 
firm,  or  individual,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  a  line  of  mains  laid  from  some 
gas-producing  region  to  the  city  limits  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  comply  with  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  15.  Before  any  corporation  or  company  shall  avail  itself  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk  its  written  acceptance  of  all  pro- 
visions, restrictions,  requirements  and  regulations  of  this  ordinance,  which  accept- 
ance shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  such  corporation  or  company, 
together  with  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  duly  passed  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  such  corporation  or  company,  authorizing  the  execution  and  filing  thereof,  ac- 
cepting all  the  conditions,  provisions  and  stipulations  of  this  ordinance. 

If  a  firm  or  individual  desires  to  furnish  gas,  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, such  firm  or  individual  shall  likewise  file  their  or  his  written  acceptance  in 
the  same  words,  substantially,  and  upon  the  same  terms  provided  for  corporations 
or  companies,  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Sec.  16.  Any  corporation,  company,  firm  or  individual  wilfully  violating  any 
provision  of  this  ordinance,  directing  anything  to  be  done,  or  enjoining  the  doing 
of  anything,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100,  on  com- 
plaint of  any  citizen,  filed  before  the  mayor. 

Sec.  17.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Com- 
mon Couneil  and  Board  of  Aldermen  from  giving  special  permission  under  this 
ordinance  to  any  party  or  pnrties  engaged  in  the  manufacturing  business,  and 
opening  a  natural  gas  well  within  or  without  the  city  limits,  the  privilege  of  laying 
private  pipe  lines  from  the  same  to  and  along  the  streets  and  alleys  of  this  city  to 
his  or  their  manufactories. 

Sec.  18.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  have  the  right,  by  giving  at  least  six 
months'  notice,  to  purchase  the  entire  plant  or  plants  of  any  corporation,  company, 
firm  or  individual  accepting  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  at  any  time  after  the 
expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  its  passage.  The  amount  to  be  paid  for 
such  plant  or  plants,  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  appointment  of  three  disinterested 
persons;  one  to  be  appointed  by  said  city,  one  by  said  corporation,  company,  firm 
or  individual,  and  in  case  of  disagaeement,  the  two  shall  select  a  third.  The  amount 
siti.  48. 
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thus  fixed,  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  within  six  months  after  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  such  plant  or  plants  shall  have  been  determined  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  19.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indianapolis 
(Daily)  Sentinel.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  collecting  the 
rents  due  from  the  tenants  on  the  Sellers  Farm,  report  that  some  time  since  we  went 
to  the  farm,  and  found  located  thereon  the  following  parties :  The  Indianapolis 
Fertilizing  Company,  Luther  Mehring,  William  Wilkins  &  Co.,  The  Indianapolis 
Glue  Company  and  E.  Rugh  &  Co.,  and  that  none  of  them  have  paid  any  rent  to 
the  city  since  September  1st,  1885. 


J. 
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The  Indianapolis  Fertilizing  Company  cultivates  about  thirty-six  acres  of  ground, 
and  last  year  raised  about  2,000  bushels  of  corn,  and  expect  to  raise  about  the  same 
amount  this  year.  The  two  dwellings  on  the  farm,  one  a  three  room  house  and  the 
other  a  ten  room  house,  are  occupied  by  the  employes  of  the  Indianapolis  Fertili- 
zing Company. 

The  Indianapolis  Fertilizing  Company  agrees  to  pay  $360.00  per  annum  as  rent 
for  said  farm,  and  has  already  given  its  check  for  said  sum  in  payment  of  last  years' 
rent,  and  will  pay  $360,00  more  b  fore  the  first  day  of  next  September  for  this 
years'  rent — making  in  all  $720.00.  We  recommend  that  this  total  sum  be  accept- 
ed in  full  of  rent  to  September  1st,  1887,  and  that  before  that  time  bids  be  received 
for  the  use  of  the  said  farm  for  the  coming  year.  And  we  further  recommend  that 
the  lease  should  stipulate  that  other  parties  occupying  space  on  said  farm  shall  be 
charged  a  reasonable  rental  by  the  lessee,  only  for  the  ground  which  they  occupy. 
The  Indianapolis  Fertilizing  Company  has  kept  up  the  city's  property,  including 
the  two  residences  on  said  farm,  in  as  good  condition  as  when  fir.-,t  occupied  by  it.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  concur- 
red in : 

To  the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — I  report  the  disposition  of  the  following  cases  since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council : 

1st.  The  case  of  Vajen  vs.  The  City,  being  cause  No.  29,620,  Superior  Court, 
and  No.  12,469  Supreme  Court,  involving  the  question  of  the  taxation  of  National 
Bank  stock,  has  been  aflirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court.  This  is  a  case  that  was  tried 
in  the  Superior  Court  some  years  ago,  and  has  since  been  pending  in  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  judgment  and  interest  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $604.61.  This 
amount,  less  the  interest  thereon,  was  erroneously  assessed  and  collect-  d  by  the  city, 
and  the  Supreme  Court  holds  that  a  party  has  a  right  to  deduct  his  bona  fide  in- 
debtedness from  his  National  Bank  stock,  and  orders  the  re-payment  ot  said  sum 
to  Vajen ;  which  said  sum  has  been  placed  in  the  appropriation  ordinance,  and  I 
recommend  its  allowance. 

There  was  begun,  at  the  same  time  as  the  above  case,  the  suit  of  Baldwin  vs.  The 
City,  No.  29,618,  which  has  been  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  a  number  of 
years,  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Vajen  oase.     The  question 
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involved  in  this  case  was  precisely  like  that  in  the  Vajen  case,  and  was  for  taxes 
erroneously  assessed  and  collected  by  the  city  on  National  Bank  stock,  from  which 
the  bona  fide  indebtedness  of  Baldwin  shouli  have  been  subtracted.  The  amount 
due  the  plaintiff,  J.  H.  Baldwin,  is  $373.32,  which  has  also  been  placed  in  the  ap- 
propriation ordinance  ;  and  I  recommend  its  allowance. 

2nd.  The  Court  has  overruled  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  in  the  case  of  Thomas 
J.  Vater  vs.  The  City,  and  has  rendered  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city.  This  was  a 
case  wherein  Vater  claimed  $200.00  from  the  city  as  a  premium  for  furnishing  the 
third  best  plan  for  the  City  Hall  and  Market  Hause  building.  On  the  trial  of  the 
cause,  the  court  found  for  the  city,  and  that  the  plans  and  drawings  of  Vater  did 
not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Commissioners. 

This  is  the  third  and  last  suit  against  the  city  that  has  arisen  out  of  the  building 
of  said  Market  Houses,  and  like  the  other  casts,  has  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  city.

Gentlemen: — Under  the  provisions  of  Section  24  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  con- 
cerning taxation  for  City  and  School  purposes  in  cities  containing  a  population  of 
over  20,000;  providing  for  abolishing  the  offices  of  City  Assessor  and  City  Treas- 
urer in  such  cities,  and  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  office;"  approved 
February  1st,  1885,  the  Auditor  of  Marion  county  is  required  to  apportion  the  ex- 
penses of  the  office  of  Township  Assessor  for  Center  Township,  between  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  beginning  with  the  year  1886. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  law,  and  the  requirements  of  Section 
24,  I  have  made  such  distribution  and  hetewith  report  that  I  find  the  amount  to  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  Marion  County  on  account  of  the  assesssment 
of  1886  is  $7871.22.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Gentlemen: — Your  Finance  Committee,  with  the  City  Attorney,  have  examined 
the  claim  of  Marion  County  against  the  city  for  $7,871.00,  being  the  city"s  portion 
of  the  expense  of  assessing  Center  Township  for  the  year  1866,  and  find  that  said 
sum  is  about  42  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  assessing  the  real  and  personal  property  in 
Center  Township  for  that  year. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  there  was  a  re-appraisement  of  all  of  said  property? 
and  a  horizontal  reduction  of  20  per  cent,  on  the  first  appraisement;  and  it  will  be 
further  remembered  that  this  includes  the  sexennial  appraisement  of  real  estate,  and 
that  for  the  next  five  years  the  cost  of  appraising  the  property  of  Center  Township 
will  be  small  as  compared  with  the  last  assessment. 

About  85  per  cent,  of  the  total  value  of  all  property  in  Center  Township  lies  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis ;  and  under  the  Act  of  February  24,  1885,  providing  for 
the  abolishing  of  the  offices  of  City  Assessor  and  City  Treasurer,  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  sum  asked  for  by  the  county  is  a  fair  proportion  of  the  total  cost  of 
such  appraisement,  and  recommend  that  the  bill  be  allowed.

To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Adlermen: 

Gentlemen:— The  plat  of  ground  south  of  the  city,  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  selected  by  the  City  Council  as  the  city  dumping  ground,  has  been  in  a 
condition  for  a  year  past  that  the  vault  cleaners  can  not  utilize  it.  In  wet  seasons 
they  can  not  reach  the  grounds,  and  if  this  can  be  accomplished,  the  depth  of  the 
river  is  such  that  it  would  be  certain  death  to  their  team.  We  desire  to  enforce 
the  ordinance  regulating  the  dumping  of  garbage,  etc.,  yet  it  seems  improper  until 
the  above  mentioned  state  of  affairs  has  been  remedied.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  S.  O.  77,  1887,  -'An  ordi- 
nance to  repeal  Special  Ordinance  No.  180,  1886,  entitled  'An  ordinance  to  provide 
for  grading  and  graveling  the  roadway,  and  paving  with  brick  the  sidewalks  of 
Hendricks  street,  being  the  first  street  west  of  East  street,  from  Nebraska  street  to 
Lincoln  Lane,' "  and  other  papers,  has  carefully  examined  into  the  merits  of  the 
same,  and  we  find,  viz: 

That  John  Coburn,  Deloss  Root  and  several  others,  have  tried  twice  to  get  said 
street  narrowed  from  ninety  to  seventy  feet,  and  thus  add  twenty  feet  (ten  feet  on 
each  side),  to  their  property,  by  taking  so  much  from  the  said  street,  whereby  the 
thirty  foot  lawn  in  the  center  of  said  street — as  donated  by  James  O.  Woodruff — 
would  be  spoiled,  and  done  away  with.  (See  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Alleys,  in  Proceedings  of  Board  of  Aldermen,  October  11,  1886,  at  page  883.) 

And  we  find  that  Frederick  Gansberg,  on  February  21st  and  28th,  1887,  received 
the  contract  at  $1.05  per  lineal  foot  front  on  each  side  for  grading  the  roadway  and 
paving  with  brick  the  sidewalks  of  said  street,  and  his  bond  has  been  approved. 
But  said  Gansberg,  under  false  representations  made  to  him  as  to  the  ordinance 
being  defective,  etc.,  etc.,  was  induced  to  sign  a  statement  that  he  would  not  object 
to  setting  aside  the  contract. 

We  also  find  that  the  statements  made  in  the  petition  of  John  Coburn,  Deloss 
Root  and  others,  (see  Proceedings  of  Board  of  Aldermen  of  April  11,  1887,  at  page 
197),  are  incorrect,  and  as  shown  by  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  of  April  25, 
1887,  at  page  227,  the  said  lawn  in  the  center  of  said  street  is  a  part  of  the  street, 
and  not  a  City  Park. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  repealing  ordinance — S.  O.  77,  1887 — be 
stricken  from  the  files,  and  that  the  contractor's  bond  under  S.  O.  180,  1886,  be  ex- 
tended until  September  1st,  1887  ;  and  that  the  City  Clerk  is  to  notify  said  Fred- 
erick Gansberg  of  said  extension,  and  notify  him  to  have  his  contract  completed  by 
that  time.

Your  petitioners,  therefore,  pray  for  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  making  pro- 
visions to  that  effect.

REPORTS    FROM    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Fire  and  Chief  Fire  Engineer  submitted  the 
following,  report ;  which  was  concurred  in  : 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — We  have  in  our  Department  three  old  Engines,  one  having  been 
condemned  lor  the  past  five  years,  and  worthless,  except  for  scrap.  The  other  two, 
purchased  in  1874,  are  very  large  and  heavy — weighing  in  excess  of  8,000  pounds. 
One  of  these,  the  No  6,  at  a  recent  fire  burst  her  pump  coil,  which,  to  repair,  would 
require  being  shipped  to  the  builders,  at  Cincinnati,  and  will  cost  from  $1,000  to 
$1,500  besides  the  freight  each  way,  and  still  would  be  an  old  Engine,  with  an  old 
boiler,  liable  to  give  out  at  any  time.  The  other  one,  the  No.  7,  is  not  reliable,  the 
boiler  showing  signs  of  weakness,  and  in  all  probability  will  require  a  general  over- 
hauling and  extensive  repairs  at  an  early  date.  These  Engines,  even  if  in  good 
condition,  are  almost  a  dead  letter,  on  account  of  their  great  weight  Having  but 
six  Engines  with  which  to  cover  our  large  districts,  such  large  Engines  are  practi- 
cally of  but  little  benefit  to  us,  except  in  their  immediate  vicinity.  I  think,  on  ac- 
count of  the  weight,  age  and  condition  of  these  Engines,  it  would  be  policy  to  ex- 
change them  for  one  second  size  Engine,  much  lighter,  and  of  equal  capacity, 
thereby  increasing  the  efficiency  of  that  branch  of  our  Department,  and  getting  rid 
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of  what  will  be  a  bill  of  expense  to  the  city  on  account  of  repairs,  and  also  unrelia- 
ble at  a  time  when  we  most  need  them  for  good  work.

By  their  refusal  to  pay  their  just  proportion  of  cost  for  paving  Washington 
street,  over  which  all  of  their  lines  run,  as  they  are  required  to  do  by  their  charter, 
when  it  is  known  that  money  earned  by  their  road  in  this  city  was  expended  in 
paving  a  long  street  in  Cleveland,  from  curb  to  curb,  with  Medina  stone,  at  a  cost 
of  many  thousand  dollars. 

By  their  failure  to  lay  their  tracks  with  the  latest  improved  rail,  and  keep  the 
streets  between  the  tracks  in  repair,  their  poor  and  slow  service  as  compared  with 
that  the  same  company  furnishes  on  their  lines  at  Cleveland  and  St.  Louis. 

By  their  refusal  to  pay  their  over-worked  employes  living  wages,  while  earning 
large  profits  on  property  they  obtained  for  ua  mere  song."  , 

By  their  employment  of  "scabs,"  or  non-union  men,  and  their  insulting  aid 
arrogant  treatment  of  authorized  committees  of  organized  labor;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Central  Labor  Union,  representing  the  various 
associations  of  organized  labor  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  speaking  for  many 
thousands  of  the  voters  and  tax-payers,  enters  its  solemn  protest  against  any 
further  franchises  being  granted,  ratified  or  concurred  in  by  your  honorable  body, 
to  the  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company,  and  we  demand  that  your  honorable 
body  will  pass,  without  further  delay,  the  order  of  the  City  Council  requiring  the 
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Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  to  immediately  put  on  conductors  and  platform

We,  therefore,-  petition  your  honorable  bodies  to  refuse  to  grant  said  corporation 
any  additional  franchises  or  the  right  to  ex  end  its  lines  until  they  comply  with 
existing  orders  made  by  your  respective  bodies,  and  agree  in  writing  to  pay  the 
amount  required  by  their  charter  f<<r  the  improvement  of  Washington  street.

REPORTS   FROM  SELECT  COMMITTEE-S. 

The  Special  Committee  on  S.  O.  77,  1887,  through  Alderman  Wright, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — You  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  S.  O.  77,  1887,  being 
an  ordinance  to  repeal  S.  O.  180,  1886,  for  the  improving  of  Hendricks  street  and 
sidewalks,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  that  the  whole  number 
of  feet  along  the  line  proposed  to  be  improved  is  1,777  feet,  and  that  1,480  feet 
petitioned  for  the  passage  of  S.  O.  77,  1887,  and  only  40  feet  against  it,  leaving  257 
feet  without  any  preference. 

We  believe  that  the  opposition  of  the  property  owners  to  the  improvement 
ordinance,  180,  1886,  is  from  two  reasons.  First,  they  are  opposed  to  the  brick 
sidewalks  being  laid  at  this  time.  Second,  if  the  improvement  is  made  as  contem- 
plated, it  will  cause  the  destruction  of  many  beautiful  and  large  shade  trees,  thaf 
might  and  ought  to  be  saved  to  the  property  owners,  if  the  sidewalks  were  made 
(5)  five  feet  wide  and  eight  feet  from  the  lot  line.  Such  an  improvement  would 
permit  the  planting  of  shade  trees  not  only  in  the  30  foot  lawn  in  the  center  of  the 
street,  but  also  one  line  of  shade  trees  between  the  curb  and  the  outer  edge  of  the 
walk,  and  another  line  between  the  lot  line  and  the  inner  walk  line,  thereby  mak- 
ing the  street  an  ornament  to  the  city  and  a  pleasure  to  the  residents  of  propertv 
on  said  street. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  S.  O.  77,  1887  and  that  an  ordinance 
be  introduced  in  Council,  and  passed,  providing  for  the  improvement  of  the  street 
and  sidewalks  as  herein  expressed.         Eespectfullv  submitted,

Gentlemen: — On  the  26th  day  of  July,  1887,  I  received  from  Michael  F.  Shields, 
City  Clerk,  a  communication  stating  that  at  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  held  respectively  July  18th  and 
July  25th,  1887,  the  following  motion  was  adop  ed: 

"That  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to 
at  once  proceed  to  build  the  viaduct  (over  the  Union  Railway  tracks  between  Me- 
ridian and  Pennsylvania  streets.") 

Prior  to  July  26th,  1887,  the  City  Commissioners  assessed  the  damages  accruing 
to  owners  of  real  estate  upon  the  route  of  the  viaduct.      Several  of  these  property 
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owners,  viz:  Messrs.  George  R  Root,  William  Dell,  Frank  M.  Dell  and  lJcter  P. 
Bryce,  appealed  from  the  assessment  of  d anting* 8,  and  the  appeals  are  undisposed 
of.  The  Union  Railway  Company  is  anxious  to  begin  the  work  of  constructing 
the  viaduct,  and  to  proceed  with  the  construction  as  rapidly  as  practicable;  but  it 
is  important  to  it  that  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  property  owners  should  be 
finally  determined. 

The  fourth  (4th)  Section  of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  construction  of  the 
viaduct  (General  Ordinance  No.  36,  of  1886),  provides  thnt  the  Union  Railway 
Company  is  not  to  pay  the  damages  assessed  until  the  amount  shall  have  been 
finally  determined.

Resolved,  That  Vice  President  Malott  is  hereby  instructed  to  make  a  proposition 
to  the  City  Government  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  awarded  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  proceed  with  the  work:  Provided,  the  city  will  assume  the  suits  now 
brought  by  the  parties  contesting  the  Commissioners'  award,  and  pay  any  excess 
over  and  above  the  amount  thus  paid  into  the  city  treasury." 

If  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  will  accept  this  proposition  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  the  company 
will  immediately  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  amounts  assessed  in  favor  or  the 
abutting  land  holders,  except  the  damages  assessed  in  its  favor,  for  which  it  makes 
no  claim,  and  will  immediately  begin  Ue  consiruction  of  the  viaduct,  and  will  pros- 
ecute its  construct  on  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  so  that  if  it  is  possible,  it  will  be 
completed  by  the  1st  day  of  May,  1888.

That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  erect  a  vapor  light  in  front  of  num- 
ber fifteen  (15  i  Cedar  street;  Provided,  That  under  contract  between  the  city  and 
the  Sun  Vapor  Light  Company  now  in  force,  the  lamps  have  not  been  all  placed 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

Councilman  Stuckmeyer  offered  the  following  motion  ;  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements : 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  clean  the  gutters, 
and  fill  the  schuck  holes  on  Lord  street,  from  Noble  to  Pine  street;  also  Harrison 
street  from  Noble  to  Dillon  street. 
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Councilman  Stuckmeyer  offered  the  following  resolution ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Water: 

Resolved,  That  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  be,  and  are  hereby,  directed 
to  lay  water  mains  in  and  along  Huron  street,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  Dillon 
street. 

The  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  notify  said  Water  Company  of  the  passage 
of  this  resolution. 

Councilman  Stuckmeyer  presented  the  following  contract  and  bond ; 
which  was  read  and  approved  :

Councilman  Stuckmeyer  offered  the  following  motion ;  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  :

Councilman  Swain  presented  the  following  remonstrance ;  which  was, 
together  with  the  ordinance — S.  O.  129,  1887 — referred  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Improvements : 

To  the  Honorable  Couecil  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  on  Alabama  street, 
north  of  Seventh  street,  in  said  city,  would,  and  do  hereby,  respectfully  remonstrate 
against  the  proposed  curbing  alteration  and  change  in  said  street,  the  same  not  being 
needed,  and  further,  that  any  change  of  the  width  of  said  street  would  interfere  with 
the  travel  on  said  street.  As  said  street  is  only  fifty  feet  wide  now,  and  is  already 
occupied  by  the  street-car  line,  and  the  gutters  are  already  bowldered  and  in  good 
condition.  So  that  said  proposed  change  is  not  needed,  and  would  necessitate  a 
treat  expense  on  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  real  estate  and  would  not  be  of  any 
public  ber.efit.

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Councilman  Swain  presented  the  folowing  communication  ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Natural  Gas: 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen:— The  Anderson  Natural  Gas  and  Oil  Co.,  by  resolution  herewith 
transmitted,  has  signified  its  willingness  to  accept  the  ordinance  relative  to  natural 
gas,  as  adopted  by  your  honorable  bodies,  conditioned  upon  certain  changes  and 
amendments  to  such  ordinance  The  changes  suggested,  in  our  judgment,  are 
such  as  do  not  in  any  manner,  impair  the  effectiveness  of  the  ordinance  or  depri\e 
vour  citizens  of  a  single  safe-guard  that  you  have  seen  fit  to  embody  for  their  pro- 
tection, and  we  suggest  the  proposed  changes  in  a  spirit  of  fairness  and  fair  dealing 
between  all  parties  interested. 

The  first  change  relates  to  the  matter  of  tf»e  location  of  the  principal  office  of 
the  company.  By  our  Articles  of  Incorporation,  wi  are  required  to  keep  our 
principal  or  ''home"  office  at  Anderson,  Indiana,  and  it  can  certainly  work  no 
detriment  to  your  constituents  to  suffer  the  main  office  to  continue  at  Anderson, 
provided  an  office  of  the  company  is  kept  and  maintained  in  vour  city,  where  pat- 
rons and  consumer;  would  receive  the  same  attention,  as  though  the  principal 
office  was  located  in  Indianapolis. 

The  second  change  suggested  relates  to  that  part  of  the  ordinance  permitting 
consumers  to  require  a  meter  for  meter  measurement  of  gas  consumed  To  furnish 
such  a  meter  as  would  be  required,  would  entail  an  expense  upon  this,  or  any  other 
company,  that  would  be  well  calculated  to  deter  us  Irom  attempting  to  supply 
your  people  with  cheap  fuel.  In  fact,  we  do  not,  know  of  an  effective  natural  gas 
meter,  as  the  composition  of  natural  gas  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  destroy,  with 
very  little  service,  the  material  which  ordinarily  enters  into  the  construction  of  a 
meter.  Necessarily,  much  changing  and  replacing  of  such  meters  would  occur, 
and  defective  service,  as  with  defective  artificial  gas  meter-,  would  occasion  con- 
stant andTg'Owing  dissatisfaction  with  the  consumer.  It  p^cts  it  within  the 
power  of  the  consumer  to  cause  much  and  needless  expense,  and  as  the  matter  of 
accomplishing  the  result  at  which  this  company  is  bending  its  efforts,  will  require 
large  expenditures  of  money,  we  trust  that  your  good  judgment  will  arrive  at  the 
propriety  of  amending  the  ordinance  as  suggested,  and  thus  save  the  large  outlay 
required  for  the  furnishing  of  meters  and  keeping  of  a  large  supply  on  hand. 

The  third  change  in  the  ordinance  relates  10  the  annual  tax  of  three  (3)  cents 
per  foot  upon  the  mains  laid  in  your  streets,  after  five  years.  We  can  see  no  good 
reason  why  any  discriminati  n  is  mad*-  in  the  taxation  ot  this  kind  of  property  as 
compared  with  other  property.  We  are  willing  that  the  plant  belonging  to  this 
company  be  taxed  as  taxes  are  ordinarily  assessed,  upon  property  embraced  in 
more  than  one  county,  and  that  the  assessment  be  based  upon  such  valuation  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  law.  A  careful  revision  of  your  schedule  of  rates,  con- 
vinces us  that  your  ordinance  was  drafted  by  careful  men,  whose  every  etfort  was 
directed  toward  securing  cheap  fuel  for  your  people  at  cheap  prices  Comparison 
of  the  rates  in  your  city  with  the  rates  elsewhere,  shows  a  narrow  margin  of  profit 
to  the  furnisher  of  the  gas  in  your  city,  as  compared  with  the  profits  to  natural  gas 
companies  at  other  points,  and  with  estimaes  based  upon  the  cost  of  the  entire 
plant  and  the  probable  patronage  secured  from  your  people,  it  is  clear  to  us  that 
the  imposition  of  a  tax  of  that  amount,  or,  indeed,  of  any  amount,  would  prove  a 
burden  that  no  company  mindful  of  its  own  welfare  and  obligations  would  care  to 
assume.  Without  the  knowledge  of  the  actual  mileage  of  streets  in  your  city,  as- 
suming there  were  but  one  hundred  miles  of  main,  there  would  be  imposed  a 
special  tax  of  $15,840.00  per  annum,  which  your  ordinance  exacts  at  the  hands  of 
any  person  or  company  who  have  had  the  nerve  and  pluck  to  enter  the  lis-tsand 
supply  your  homes  and  factori  s  with  cheap  fuel.  We  respectfully  suggest  that 
you  give  this  branch  of  your  ordinance  careful  scrutiny,  believing  that  equity  and 
fair  dealing  with  those  willing  to  assume  the  great  burden  and  responsibility  oJt 
furnishing  your  citizens  with  cheap  fuel  af.  an  early  day,  would  demand  that  the 
concession  asked  for  at  vou  hands  should  be  granted*. 
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The  fourth  change  suggested  refers  to  the  time  in  which  work  may  be  done  upon 
the  streets  of  your  city,  so  that  a  company  proposing  to  enter  your  city  with  natu- 
ral gas  may  be  permitted  to  continue  its  labors  toward  the  desired  result  as  late  in 
the  season  as  may  be  practicable,  so  that  the  many,  instead  of  the  few,  can  be 
using  the  fuel  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

The  tilth  suggestion  speaks  lor  itself,  and  needs  but  little  argument  to  convince 
you  of  the  propriety  of  its  adoption.  The  ordinance  as  adopted  permits  the  furn- 
isher of  the  gas  to  charge  your  schedule  rates  for  what  may  be  burned,  the  five 
'summer  months,  where  heaters  and  furnaces  for  residences,  stores  and  offices  are 
used.  This  company  does  not  ask  that  much  at  the  hands  of  the  consumer,  but 
ask  that  your  established  rates  shall  only  apply,  in  such  cases,  to  the  months  of  May 
and  S-ptember,  and  that  no  charge  be  made  for  any  use  of  the  gas  in  the  months 
of  June,  July  and  August,  no  matter  how  much  occasion  may  occur  for  its  use  in 
those  months.  This  suggestion  of  change  in  your  ordinance  is  wholly  in  the  int 
erest  of  the  consumer,  and,  in  our  view,  would  be  only  fair  and  equitable  in  the 
adjustment  of  the  interests  of  all  concerned. 

The  sixth  and  last  suggestion  is  also  self  explanatory.  This,  or  any  other  com- 
pany, who,  in  good  faith,  will  lay  five  miles  of  pipe  line  main,  from  a  recognized 
gas-producing  region,  with  the  intention  and  aim  of  furnist  ing  natural  gas  to  the 
"Capital  City,"  would  certainly  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  which  would  accrue,  by 
reason  of  being  permitted  to  hasten  the  work  of  completing  the  entire  plant  by 
engaging  simultaneously  in  the  work  of  piping  the  streets  of  your  city.  At  this 
time,  hours  and  days  are  of  vital  importance.  Whatever  U  done  must  be  done  at 
an  early  day,  and  the  work  required  to  carry  out  this  great  plan  must  necessarily 
be  pushed  rapidly  at  all  points,  if  your  people  desire  natural  gas  in  the  coming 
winter.

That  the  section  of  said  (Ordinance  requiring  the  principal  office  of  the 
company  accepting  such  ordinance,  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  :  "that  such  company  shall  maintain  an  offke  in  the  city  of 
Indianapolis." 

2d.  That  the  section  of  said  ordinance  permitting  consumers  the  right  to  re- 
quire meter  measurement  for  gas  consumed,  be  amended  so  as  to  require  such 
meter  to  be  furnished  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  consumer.

That  the  sections  of  said  ordinance,  es  ablishing  and  permitting  sche  ule 
rates  to  be  charged  for  the  use  of  heaters  and  furnaces,  used  exclusively  for  warm- 
ing residences,  stores  and  offices,  for  the  five  months  from  May  1st  to  October  1st 
of  each  year,  be  amended  so  as  to  read:  ;'that  said  schedule  rates  shall  apply  only 
to  the  months  of  May  and  September  of  each  year,  as  to  such  heaters  and  furnaces 
u?ed  from  May  1st  to  October  1st,  and  that  no  charge  be  made  therefor  for  the 
months  of  June,  July  and  August  of  each  year,  and  that  the  consumer  shall  have 
the  right  to  use  gas  in  those  months  without  charge,  should  the  season  require  its 
use." 
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6.  That  tbe  section  of  the  ordinance  providing  that  no  corporation  shall  <  xer- 
cise  any  rights  in  the  city  until  it  shall  have  a  line  of  mains  laid  from  some  gas- 
producing  region  to  the  city  limits,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  :  "that  any  company, 
etc,  having  filed  its  acceptance  of  the  ordinance,  and  who  shall  have  laid  five 
mi'es  "fits  pipe  line  mains  from  such  gas-producing  region,  may  simultaneously 
with  the  laying  of  said  pipe  line,  proceed  to  lay  mains  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges  accorded  by  said  ordinance."

The  Deed  to  be  given  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  under  the  following 
understanding : 

The  Street  Car  Company  to  have  graded  and  graveled,  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  Mr.  Minkner,  the  land  conveyed.  This  is  to  include  a  ten  foo't  wide  sidewalk, 
six  (6)  feet  of  which  is  to  be  graveled  in  the  best  manner,  satisfactory  to  Mr.  M.ink- 
ner,  leaving  four  (4)  feet  for  the  gutter.

The  sidewalk  to  be  built,  must  conform  with  the  sidewalk  on  the  west  and  north 
of  the  ground  conveyed,  and  also  with  the  walk  on  Bloomington  street. 

When  street  and  track  are  completed,  and  cars  running  regularly  over  the  land 
conveyed,  the  deed  is  to  be  delivered,  provided  the  agreements  specified  are  con- 
summated. 

If  the  track  is  not  laid,  and  cars  running  as  on  a  first-class  line,  and  other  acts 
done  as  herein  specified,  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  first  (1st)  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1887,  then  the  deed  is  to  be  returned  to  Mr.  Minkner,  and  the  agreement 
to  be  null  and  void. 

It  is  also  understood  that  upon  receipt  of  said  deed  by  said  company,  said  company 
are  to  immediately  dedicate  said  land  to  the  public,  as  a  public  highway  or  street.

Alderman  Rail,  in  behalf  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  & 
Alleys  and  Sewers  &  Drainage,  and  City  Attorney,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  :j 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  and  City  At- 
torney, to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  ordering  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company  to  run  a  line  to  Haugbsville,  report  that  we  have  visited  the  ground  and 
carefully  examined  the  whole  matter,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is,  and 
for  a  long  time  has  been,  great  need  of  street  car  privileges  at  Haughsville,  both  for 
residents  of  that  town  and  laborers  who  live  in  this  city.  There  are  no  residences 
on  Michigan-street  between  the  river  bridge  and  Haughsville,  while  on  Verm  >nt 
street,  about  700  feet  south  of  Michigan  street,  there  are  a  large  number  of  resi- 
dences; besides,  Vermont  street  is  a  good,  level,  open  street,  and  abundantly  wide 
enough  for  a  street  car  line,  and  over  it  Haughsville  would  be  equally  as  accessible 
from  Washington  street  as  over  the  proposed  route  on  Michigan  street.  Besides, 
a  franchise  has  been  recently  granted  to  the  Indianapolis  Cable  Company  over 
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Michigan  street,  and  we  think  it  would  be  an  act  of  bad  faith  and  bad  policy,  and 
an  injury  to  all  the  citizens  on  the  proposed  Michigan  street  line  between  Wood- 
ruff Place  and  Haughsville,  to  grant  the  right  proposed  in  said  resolution. 

Furthermore,  since  a  part  of  the  Lafayette  Road  has  long  since  washed  away  in 
White  River,  the  jesolution  should  be  so  amended  as  to  order  the  said  company  to 
proceed  north  on  Bloomington  street  to  the  proposed  street  through  Wm.  Mink- 
ner's  land  ;  thence  north  on  the  Lafayette  Road  where  available,  to  Vermont  street; 
thence  west  on  Vermont  street  to  Belmont  avenue;  thence  north  to  Michigan 
street.  This  route  would  accommodate  the  cit'zens  in  ihe  part  of  the  city  west  of 
the  river,  and  especially  the  employes  of  the  I ,  D.  &  S  Railway  Company  mueh 
better  than  the  route  proposed  in  the  resolution.

Alderman  Schmidt,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  &  Alleys 
and  Sewers  &  Drainage,  submitted  the  following  minority  report : 

To  His  Honor,  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen:— The  undersigned-  herewith  presents  his  minority  report,  as  follows: 

I  have  carefully  investigated  the  reasons  urged  for  and  against  the  passage  of  the 
resolution  whch  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Sheets  &  Alleys  and  Sewers  & 
Drainage,  and  City  Attorney,  ordering  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to 
lay  tracks  on  some  streets  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  their  street  railway  system 
with  the  town  of  Haughsville,  and  in  recommending  the  passage  of  said  resolution  as 
passed  by  the  Common  Cauncil,  I  desire  to  briefly  state  my  reasons  and  conclusions. 

I  find  that  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  Haughsville,  who  employ  a 
large  number  of  Indianapolis  residents,  are  strongly  in  favor  of  this  measure. 

I  find  that  a  large  number  of  residents,  tax  payers  and  voters  of  our  city,  who 
are  employed  in  various  capacities  in  Haughsville,  urgently  demand  the  granting 
of  this  privilege. 

The  reasons  urged  by  both  the  manufacturers  and  working  men  for  the  passage 
of  this  measure,  are  :  That  thereby  they  will  secure  speedy  aDd  almost  immediate 
connection  with  all  parts  of  Indianapolis;  that  the  working  men  will  be  spared  the 
necessity  of  trudging  miles  of  weary  road  on  foot  for  coming  to  or  returning  from 
tbeir  daily  labor,  and  that  they  will  have  the  benefit  of  reaching  all  parts  of  In- 
dianapolis for  a  single  fare  of  five  cents. 

Incidentally  it  is  remarked,  that  while  they  will  be  glad  to  have  a  competing 
line  built  to  Haughsville,  they  have  great  doubt  thereof,  because  the  bonus  of 
$7,500.00  demanded  by  the  new  comp  ny  for  building  said  line,  will  not  be  paid; 
and  without  it  the  managers  have  declared  that  they  will  not  undertake  the  build- 
ing of  said  line  at  all. 

But  besides,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  employes  of  Haughsville  who  reside 
in  Indianapolis,  prefer  a  connection  with  the  system  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company,  because  a  single  fare  of  five  cents  will  bring  them  near  to  their  homes, 
while  the  new  line  would  only  accommodate  them  for  perhaps  half  the  distance, 
and  would  compel  either  a  double  fare  or  a  walk  to  the  part  of  the  city  where  their 
residences  are. 

As  a  reason  for  not  establishing  a  connecting  street  car  line  with  one  of  the  most 
flourishing  of  our  suburbs  and  our  city,  it  is  urged  that  it  would  interfere  with  the 
privileges  of  the  new  company.  It  is  certainly  no  legal  bar,  for  we  have  given 
street  privileges  which  were  granted  to,  but  not  used  by  the  Citizens'  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  to  the  new  company. 

There  can  be  just  as  little  of  a  moral  obligation,  for  we  granted  the  charter  to 
the  new  company  because  they  promised  more  and  better  street  car  facilities,  and 
especially  in  localities  and  on  lines  not  provided  for  by  the  old  company.  Shall 
we  now  turn  around  and  prevent  the  old  company  from  establishing  much  needed 
facilities  of  great  benefit  to  our  own  citizens  and  those  of  Haughsville,  because  the 
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new  company  also  promises  to  establish  a  new  connection  ?  Are  we  to  fight  the 
much-complained-of  monopoly  of  the  old  company  by  establishing  a  monopoly  for 
the  new  company,  before  they  have  even  built  a  single  line?  Would  such  a  course 
benefit  the  business  and  welfare  of  our  city  and  citizens? 

There  is  also  a  petition  before  us  asking  us  to  refuse  the  establishing  of  an  im- 
portant link  in  our  street  car  connection,  because  the  Citizens'  Street  Eailway 
Company  refuses  to  promise  to  pay  for  paving  Washington  street  between  their 
tracks,  as  ordered  by  the  city  authorities.  While  I  feel  bound  to  stand  by  the 
opinion  of  our  !aw  officer  (City  Attorcey),  who  has  decided  that  said  company  is 
liable  for  such  improvement,  and  am  willing  to  enforce  such  liability  by  proper 
legal  measures  in  the  courts,  1  do  not  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  cutting  off  nos^s  to 
spite  our  faces.  The  question  of  liability  for  street  improvements  is  a  legal  ques- 
tion, which  ought  and  has  to  be  settled  in  the  courts.  If  said  company  is  liable, 
they  will  certainly  have  to  pay.  If  they  are  not  liable,  it  is  certainly  not  right  to 
harrass,  boycott  and  persecute  them  into  assuming  a  liability  which  is  not  legally 
upon  them.  How  would  the  petitioners,  Messrs.  Huegele,  Delzell,  L.  S.  Ayres  and 
others,  like  it,  if  the  city  would  attempt  such  a  thing  upon  them  ?  But  this  is  even 
a  worse  case.  We  are  asked  to  compel  hundreds  of  worthy  mechanics,  laborers  and 
other  people,  to  trudge  through  the  mud  in  Winter  and  dust  in  Summer,  because 
there  is  a  difference  as  to  the  legal  liability  for  improvements  on  Washington  street 
between  the  property  owners  on  that  street  and  the  street  railway  company  occu- 
pying part  of  said  street !  How  would  a  petition  to  prevent  a  new  railroad,  open- 
ing new  and  important  connections  trom  coming  into  our  city  be  looked  at,  simply 
because  the  petitioners  had  complaints  to  make  of  violations  of  contract  by  any  or 
all  of  our  present  railroads? 

I  believe  the  reason  urged  against  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  will  not  stand 
investigation,  and  are  certainly  not  in  the  general  interest  of  the  public. 

I  can  not  agree  to  the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  this  committeee,  be- 
cause the  change  to  Vermont  street  from  Michigan  street,  will  simply  have  the 
result  of  preventing  or  delaying  this  extension  of  our  facilities.  Vermont  street  is 
not  improved,  and  the  street  railway  company  refuse,  therefore,  to  lay  their  tracks 
on  said  street.  If  it  was  my  intention,  or  if  it  was  for  the  benefit  of  our  city  to  de- 
lay and  defeat  this  improvement  by  offering  privileges  that  are  not  desired  or  asked 
for,  and  refusing  those  that  are  desired  and  asked  for,  I  could  vote  for  the  amend- 
ment. Under  the  circumstances,  I  can  not,  and  therefore  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  resolution  as  it  came  from  the  Council.

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  expedient  that  a  line  of  street  railway  should  be  con- 
structed along  Bloomington  street  to  the  old  Lafayette  Gravel  Road,  on  the  west 
bank  of  White  River,  thence  northwest  on  said  Lafayette  Road  to  Michigan  street; 
thence  west  on  Michigan  street  to  the  town  of  Haughville ;  now  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  be  ordered  and  directed  to 
construct  a  line  of  street  railway  on  at  the  following  streets,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  west  Washington  and  Bloomington  streets ; 
thence  north  on  Bloomington  street  to  the  old  Lafayette  Gravel  Road,  on  the  west 
bank  of  White  River;  thence  northwest  on  said  Lafayette  Road  to  Michigan  street ; 
thence  west  on  Michigan  street  to  the  town  of  Haughville. 

The  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  serve  a  copy  of  this  resolution,  duly  attested, 
on  the  President  of  said  company,  and  to  make  proper  return  on  said  notice ;  and 
the  President  of  said  company  is  directed  to  properly  notify  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  said  company's,  action  hereon. 
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Alderman  Pritchard  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  resolution : 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "thence,"  in  line  6,  and  adding  in  place 
thereof,  "that  the  said  company  proceed  north  on  Bloomington  street  to  the  pro- 
posed street  through  William  Minkner's  land;  thence  north  on  the  Lafayette  Road 
where  available,  to  the  south  side  of  Michigan  street,  and  there  terminate." 

Which  was  adopted,  by  the  following  vote :

And  the  resolution  as  amended,  was  then  adopted,  by  the  following 
vote: 

Ayes,  10— viz:     Aldermen   Brown,   Crosby,  King,  Laut,  Prier,   Pritchard,  Rail, 
Schmidt,  Wright,  and  President  Endly. 

Nays — None. 

The  Common  Council  being  in  Session  in  the  Council  Chamber,  on 
motion  by  Alderman  Pritchard,  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  submit  to  them 
at  once,  the  resolution  and  action  of  the  Board  thereon. 

Alderman  Wright  presented  the  following  communication : 

Indianapolis,  Sept.  19th,  1887. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor,  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen:— On  the  26th  day  of  July,  1887,  I  received  from  Michael  F.  Shields, 
City  Clerk,  a  communication  stating  that  at  meetings  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  held  respectively  July  18th  and 
July  25th,  1887,  the  following  motion  was  adop  ed : 

"That  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway'Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to 
at  once  proceed  to  build  the  viaduct  (oversthe  Union  Railway  tracks  between  Me- 
ridian and  Pennsylvania  streets.") 

Prior  to  July  26th,  1887,  the  City  Commissioners  assessed  the  damages  accruing 
to  owners  of  real  estate  upon  the  route  of  the  viaduct.  Several  of  these  property 
owners,  viz :  Messrs.  George  R.  Root,  William  Dell,  Frank  M.  Dell  and  Peter  F. 
Bryce,  appealed  from  the  assessment  of  damages,  and  the  appeals  are  undisposed 
of.  The  Union  Railway  Company  is  anxious  to  begin  the  work  of  constructing 
the  viaduct,  and  to  proceed  with  the  construction  as  rapidly  as  practicable;  but  it 
is  important  to  it  that  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  property  owners  should  be 
finally  determined. 

The  fourth  (4th)  Section  of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  construction  of  the 
viaduct  (General  Ordinance  No.  36,  of  1886),  provides  that  the  Union  Railway 
Company  is  not  to  pay  the  damages  assessed  until  the  amount  shall  have  been 
finally  determined. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  on  the  first 
instant,  which  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  since  your  resolution  was  passed, 
adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  to-wit: 

"  Whereas,  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  is  desirous  of  proceeding 
with  the  construction  of  the  proposed  viaduct  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania 
streets,  and  between  Georgia  and  South  streets,  as  provided  for  in  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  36,  ordained  June  14th  and  15th,  1886;   and 

Whereas,  Work  can  not  be  proceeded  with  because  of  the  appeals  taken  by  cer- 
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tain  abutting  property  holders  who  claim  to  be  damaged  by  the  opening  of  said 
street;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Vice  President  Malott  is  hereby  instructed  to  make  a  proposition 
to  the  City  Government  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  awarded  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  proceed  with  the  work:  Provided,  the  city  will  assume  the  suits  now 
brought  by  the  parties  contesting  the  Commissioners'  award,  and  .pay  any  excess 
over  and  above  the  amount  thus  paid  into  the  city  treasury." 

If  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  will  accept  this  prv>position  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  the  company 
will  immediately  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  amounts  assessed  in  favor  ot  the 
abutting  land  holders,  except  the  damages  assessed  in  its  favor,  for  which  it  makes 
no  claim,  and  will  immediately  begin  tie  consiruetion  of  the  viaduct,  and  will  pros- 
ecute its  construct  on  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  so  that  if  it  is  possible,  it  will  be 
completed  by  the  1st  day  of  May,  1888.

G.  O.  35, 1887— An  ordinance  accepting  the  proposition  of  The  Indianapolis  Union 
Eailway  Company  respecting  the  construction  of  the  Viaduct  between  Meridian 
and  Pennsylvania  streets,  and  the  opening  of  the  new  street  between  Georgia 
and  South  streets  as  provided  for  in  General  Ordinance  number  36,  ordained 
June  14  and  15,  1886. 

Alderman  Rail  presented  the  following  petition ;  which  was  granted : 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor,  the  Common  Council  and  the 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Ind  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  general  plan  for  the  improvement  now  in 
progress  on  the  new  Union  Passenger  Station,  this  company  proposes  to  make,  at 
its  own  expense,  certain  street  improvements,  for  which  a  permit  covering  the  fol- 
lowing work,  is  respectfully  requested  : 

The  building  of  a  brick  and  pipe  drain  for  surface  water,  beginning  at  Pogue's 
Run  on  Meridian  street,  thence  north  to  Louisiana  street;  thence  west  on  Louis- 
iana street  to  the  catch  basin  to  be  constructed  at  the  northeast  intersection  of  Lou- 
isiana street  and  the  new  street  immediately  east  of  the  main  building  of  the  new 
station.  Also,  to  pave  with  asphalt,  fire  brick,  Medina  stone  or  granite  blocks, 
Louisiana  street,  between  the  curb  lines  from  Meridian  street  to  the  new  street  east 
of  the  main  building;  thence  between  the  curb  lines  on  the  new  street  to  Jackson 
Place  ;  thence  between  the  curb  lines  on  Jackson  Place  to  Illinois  street;  thence  on 
Illinois  street  south  of  the  east  side  of  tunnel  entrance,  between  the  masonry  of  tun- 
nel and  curb  line  to  Louisiana  street;  thence  west  on  the  south  side  of  Louisiana 
street  between  the  curb  line  and  street  railway  track  to  a  line  aboui  165  feet  west 
of  Illinois  street,  being  in  all  about  5,'200  square  yards  of  street  paving. 

Also,  to  pave  with  asphalt,  granolithic  or  concrete  paving,  all  the  sidewalk  on 
the  south  side  of  Louisiana  street,  from  Meridian  street  west  to  the  main  building  ; 
thence  around  the  main  building;  (thence  west  on  the  south  walk  on  Louisiana 
street  to  line  about  165  feet  west  of  Illinois  street,  being  in  all  about  3,700  square 
yards  of  sidewalk  paving. 

Also,  to  set  curb  on  south  curb  line  on  Louisiana  street  and  around  main  build- 
ing, all  as  shown  on  the  general  plan,  and  in  accordance  with  grades  shown  thereon. 

This  company  would  further  represent  that  it  desires  to  prosecute  to  completion 
before  freezing  weather,  if  possible,  the  work  above  named.

Gentlemen: — As  one  member  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  following  resolution : 

"Whereas,  Section  four  of  the  ordinance  of  January  18th,  1864,  entitled  'An 
ordinance  authorizing  the  construction,  extension  and  operation  of  certain  passen- 
ger railways  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,'  provides,  among 
other  things,  that  cars  and  carriages  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passengers, 
shall  be  of  the  best  style  and  class  used  on  such  railways  in  other  cities;    and 

Whereas,  Such  best  style  and  class  of  cars  uniformly  have  rear  platforms  at- 
tached thereto ;  and 

Whereas,  In  this  city  all  rear  platforms  have  been  taken  off  of  the  cars,  greatly 
to  the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  and  danger  of  the  traveling  public,  and  espe- 
cially to  women  and  children  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
instructed  to  at  once  build  rear  platforms  on  all  cars  used  on  all  the  lines  in  this 
city.  And  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  instructed  to  prepare  duplicate  copies  of  this 
resolution,  and  serve  one  of  them  upon  the  company,  and  endorse  his  return  upon 
the  oi her,  showing  upon  whom  the  same  was  served,  the  date  thereof,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen."

Michael  F.  Shields,  City  Clerk,  died  at  his  home  in  this  city,  on  Saturday, 
September  24th,  at  the  age  of  thirty-three  years.

Thrown  upon  the  world  without  financial  advantages,  and  with  little  aid  of  any 
kind  which  he  did  not  earn  by  his  own  energy  and  manly  qualities,  he  steadily 
gained  the  confidence  and  favor  of  his  fellow  citizens,  until  he  reached  the  respoc- 
ble  position  which  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  all  his  dealings  with  his  fellow-men,  he  was  patient,  careful  and  generous. 
As  an  officer,  he  was  competent,  urbane  and  scrupulously  honest.  In  short,  hi& 
whole  record  was  one  worthy  of  emulation  and  imitation.

five  writing  telegraph  instruments,  with  all  necessary  appliances  for  connecting 
and  operating  the  same." 

3d.     Add  the  following  Section,  numbered  "Section  4,"  to  said  ordinance: 

"Section  4.     The  city  reserves  the  right  to  repeal  this  ordinance  at  any  time." 

4th.     Re-number  Section  4  in  the  ordinance  as  Section  5.

Is  the  petitions  of  Byrum,  Cornelius  &  Co.,  and  Murphy,  Hibben  &  Co., 
asking  payment  of  damages  by  water,  said  to  be  caused  by  a  defect  in  the  city 
sewer  in  Georgia  street,  at  the  crossing  of  Meridian  street.

Gentlemen:— 1  respectfully  ask  these  bodies  to  investigate  the  change  made  by  the 
City  Civil  Engineer  on  south  Liberty  street  on  Out-lot  83,  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis. The  pavement  and  curb  stone  was  put  down  in  November,  1873,  according 
to  the  stakes  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  at  the  cost  of  $154.00,  the  street  being 
graded  before.  About  two  years  ago  the  Street  Commissioner  took  about  30  or  35 
feet  of  my  brick  pavement  and  curb  stone,  and  now  the  Council  and  Aldermen  pas- 
sed an  ordinance  for  raising  the  curb  stone  and  pavement,  which  is  a  great  loss  to 
me,  and  damaging  my  property.

1.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  Judge  Irving  has  rendered  a  decision 
in  the  case  of  the  State  of  Indiana  vs.  Jacques,  in  favor  of  the  defendant. 

Jacques  was  arrested,  tried  and  convicted  before  Justice  Johnston  on  the  charge 
of  dumping  the  contents  of  privy  vaults  into  the  White  River,  north  of  the  Belt 
Railroad,  and  within  the  city  limits,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2,068  R. 
S3.  1881.  This  was  a  test  case,  and  involved  the  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  city 
to  dump  or  pour  refuse  matter  into  the  River.  If  this  could  Dot  be  done,  then  some 
expensive  method  would  have  to  be  resorted  to  for  its  disposition.  The  court  held 
that  the  city  chafer  made  provision  for  a  Bourd  of  Health,  and  possessed  certain 
police  powers  that  must  be  exercised  for  the  general  gcd  of  the  city  and  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  that  Sections  2,066,  2,068  and  3,106  are  kindred  sections,  and  must  be 
construed  together,  and  that  the  city  has  a  right  to  regulate  the  dumping  of  refuse 
matter  in  the  White  River. 

2.  In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  examined  the  title  to  Lots  229  and 
230  in  Kappes  &  Naltner's  South  Meridian  Street  Addition,  owned  by  George 
Koeniger  and  Lambert  Krumholz,  respectively,  and  find  the  titles  to  said  lots  good. 
I  have  refused  to  accept  any  deeds  to  the  same,  for  the  city,  during  the  pending  of 
the  above  reported  case.     I  now  ask  your  instructions. 

3.  At  the  request  of  the  Market  Masters,  1  have  prepared  and  handed  to  Coun- 
cilman McGroarty  an  ordinance  providing  tor  the  better  control  of  the  Market 
Houses.

who  reside  or  do  business  in  the  vicinity  of  such  property.  And  we  remonstrate 
against  the  establishment  of  said  morgue  at  said  place,  and  pray  that  the  same  may

Moved,  That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  examine  the  aforesaid  lo- 
cality, and  report  at  an  early  date  a  remedy  for  the  defect  in  drainage  at  that  point.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  S.  O.  138,  1887,  being  an  or- 
dinance to  provide  f<»r  grading  and  graveling  the  roadway  and  sidewalk",  and 
grading  the  parks  and  lawns  of  Hendricks  street,  from  Nebraska  street  to  Lincoln 
Lane,  has  carefully  examined  the  merits  of  the  ordinance,  and  we  find  that  said  or- 
dinance has  been  drafted  by  Mr.  J  hn  Coburn,  and  the  same  was  introduced  and 
passed  by  the  Common  Council  without  being  examined  by,  and  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  City  Civil  Engineer;  and  that  its  draughtsman,  Mr.  John  Coburn,  has 
drafted  the  same  to  suit  himself,  and  to  saddle  on  the  city  the  liability  for  one-half 
of  the  costs  for  the' said  improvement. 

The  fact  is,  that  the  improvement  of  this  street  has  been  before  the  Common 
Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  several  committees,  and  the  City  Attor- 
ney, etc.,  time  and  again,  in  all  different  phases,  for  about  two  years.  (See  report 
of  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  of  July  11th,  1887,  and  Special  Committee  of 
September  12th,  1887,  in  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  pages  503  and 
635.)

REPORTS,     ETC.,    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  re- 
port ;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentleme,n: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  Special  Ordinance  No.  131, 
1887,  providing  for  paving  Washington  street  with  Trinidad  Asphalt,  respectfully 
report  that  in  obedience  to  your  instructions,  we  have  carefully  examined  said  or- 
dinance, and  find  that,  in  our  judgment,  several  changps  are  desirable.  We  have 
therefore  dra  ted  a  new  ordinance,  and  submit  the  same  he  ewitb,  which  we  recom- 
mend be  substituted  for  the  one  now  on  file,  and  that  said  Special  Ordinance  No. 
131,  1887,  be  stricken  from  the  files. 

Said  changes  include  bowldering  between  the  rails  of  the  tracks  of  the  Street 
Eailway  Company;  the  rounding  of  the  curb  at  street  and  alley  crossings;  the  re- 
moving of  catch-basins  within  the  curb  line,  so  as  to  receive  the  water  through  the 
curb  into  the  basin,  and  do  away  with  these  obstructions  at  street  corners,  aud 
other  minor  changes. 

In  the  investigation  of  this  question,  we  have  visited  Cincinnati,  Buffalo  and 
other  cities.  Cincinnati  has  nine  streets  paved  with  asphalt,  in  all  about  six  miles 
of  pavement,  all  giving  excellent  satisfaction,  traffic  thereon  from  the  lightest  vehi- 
cle to  the  largest  stone  w»gons  being  wholly  unrestricted.  In  fact,  the  asphalt 
streets  are  made  to  bear  far  more  than  their  proportion  of  travel. 

The  city  of  Buffalo  has  a  large  number  of  asphalt  paved  streets,  making  in  all 
about  forty  miles  of  pavement.  There,  as  in  Cincinnati,  there 'are  no  restrictions 
as  to  the  character  of  traffic  upon  the  asphalt  streets,  and  like  Cincinnati,  these 
streets  are  burdened  with  far  more  than  their  proportion  of  travel. 

In  the  city  of  Buffalo,  where  asphalt  pavements  have  been  in  use  for  the  last  ten 
years,  there  have  been  no  repairs  to  any  of  said  streets,  except  where  the  pavements 
nave  been  intentionally  cut  for  the  laying  of  pipes,  &c.  Franklin  street,  on  which 
about  a  half  mile  of  asphalt  is  laid,  was  put  down  in  1878;  and  although  subjected  to 
the  heaviest  traffic,  is  to-day  apparently  in  as  good  condition  as  those  recently  laid. 
In  fact,  we  could  detect  no  difference  between  the  pavements  laid  five,  seven  and 
ten  years  ago,  and  those  laid  this  last  year.  The  city  officers  informed  us  thar  six 
streets,  on  which  Medina  stone  had  been  laid,  amounting  in  all  to  more  than  80,000 
yards  of  pavement,  had,  on  petition  of  the  property  holders,  been  replaced  with 
asphalt,  notwithstanding  the  Medina  stone  quarries  are  distant  from  Buffalo  only 
about  twentv  miles. 
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The  cost  of  paving  Washington  street  under  this  ordinance,  we  believe  will  be 
less  than  two-thirds  of  the  lowest  of  tne  bids  last  received  for  improving  said  street 
with  Medina  stone,  or  in  other  words,  will  not  exceed  $15  00  per  front  foot  on  each 
side,  excluding  curbing. 

From  the  above,  and  other  fact?,  derived  from  the  experience  of  other  cities,  and 
from  the  opinion  of  officials  and  citizens  thereof,  as  we'l  as  from  our  own  personal 
observation,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  asphalt  combines  the  chief  requisites  of  a 
good  pavement,  viz:  smoothness,  cleanliness,  noiselessness  and  durability.  From 
the  nature  of  its  composition,  being  impervious  to  water,  or  chemical  matter,  it  will 
not  absorb  liquid  filth,  as  is  the  case  in  other  pavements,  especially  wooden  block 
pavements,  and  is  consequently  a  sanitary  pavement;  and  while  it  makes  a  smooth 
pavement,  yet  owing  to  the  sand  in  the  composition,  it  never  becomes  slippery.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  regular  session  held  in  the  Aldermanic 
Chamber,  Monday  evening,  November  14th,  1887,  concurred  in  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  and  Sewers  and  Drainage,  adopted 
the  amendments  recommended  by  the  committee,  and  then  passed  the  ordinance 
as  amended: 

To  the  President  and  Members'of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  S.  O.  188,  1887,  being  an  or- 
dinance to  provide  for  grading  nnd  graveling  the  roadway  and  sidewalk?,  and 
grading  the  parks  and  lawns  of  Hendricks  street,  from  Nebraska  street  to  Lincoln 
Lane,  has  carefully  examined  the  merits  of  the  ordinance,  and  we  find  that  said  or- 
dinance has  been  drafted  by  Mr.  J  hn  Coburn,  and  the  same  was  introduced  and 
passed  by  the  Common  Council  without  being  examined  by,  and  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  City  Civil  Engineer;  and  that  its  draughtsman,  Mr.  John  Coburn,  has 
drafted  tbe  same  to  suit  himself,  and  to  saddle  on  the  city  the  liability  for  one-half 
of  the  costs  for  the  said  improvement. 

The  fact  is,  that  the  improvement  of  this  street  has  be'en  before  the  Common 
Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  several  committees,  and  the  Ciiy  Attor- 
ney, etc.,  time  and  again,  in  all  different  phases,  for  about  two  vears.  (See  report 
of  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  of  July  lHh,  '.887,  and  Special  Committee  of 
September  12th,  1887,  in  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  pages  503  and 
635.)  In  our  opinion,  the  said  improvnment  should  be  made,  and  paid  for  by  the 
owners  of  the  lots  bordering  on  said  Hendricks  street. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  Section  1  of  Special  Ordinance  No.  138,  of  1887, 
be  amended  as  follows : 

a.  Strike  out  in  line  4,  after  the  word  "Park,"  the  words  "on  the  public  ground.' 

b.  Strike  out  in  line  33,  all  that  part  after  the  word  "roadway,"  and  also  all  of 
line  34  to  46,  inclusive. 

c.  Insert  in  line  50,  after  the  word  "said,"  the  words  "Hendricks  street." 

d.  Strike  out  in  line  59,  all  that  part  after  the  word  "sewers,"  and  all  of  lines 
60,  61  and  62,  which  reads,  viz:    "and  the  expenses  of  grading  the  parks  in  the 
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center,  and  grading  and  graveling  one-half  of  the  roadways,  shall  be   assessed 
against,  and  paid  by  the  city."

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Supreme  Court  has  decided 
the  case  of  The  City  of  Indianapolis  vs.  Patsy  Patterson. 

This  case  was  originally  brought  by  Patsy  Patterson  against  the  city,  to  recover 
a  large  amount  of  taxes  collected  from  "  Patterson's  Extended  Addition,"  and  from 
"Samuel  J.  Patterson's  Addition."  The  court  below  and  the  Supreme  Court  de- 
cide that  the  latter  Addition  was  properly  annexed,  and  the  taxes  legally  collected. 
As  to  the  former  Addition,  the  Supreme  Court  holds  that  it  was  not  legally  an- 
nexed, but  at  the  same  time  decides  that  the  six  years  Statute  of  limitations  applies, 
and  that  a  married  woman  must  avail  herself  of  the  enabling  act  of  1881,  and  bring 
her  action  within  two  years  thereafter,  and  reverse  the  said  case  in  favor  of  the  city 
at  appellee's  costs.  The  effect  of  the  decision  will  be  to  save  to  the  city  in  judg- 
ment, interest  and  costs,  about  seven  hundred  dollars,  as  well  as  to  settle  the  long 
disputed  question  about  the  validity  of  the  said  annexations,  and  the  collection  of 
taxes  long  delinquent.  The  court  in  this  case,  for  the  first  time  decides  that  the  six 
years  Statute  of  limitation  must  be  applied  to  each  separate  payment  of  taxes. 
This  is  a  matter  of  special  importance  to  the  city.

At 
the  time  of  purchase,  the  city  assumed  and  agreed  to  pay  a  note  dated  April  16th, 
1873,  due  in  one  year,  secured  by  mortgage  on  said  lots,  drawn  by  J.  H.  Boss  in 
favor  of  Sarah  Ann  Coates,  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  and  five  per  cent,  attorney's 
fees.  This  note  has  never  been  paid,  and  now  for  the  first  time  turns  up,  and  the 
said  payee  demands  payment.  I  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  her  attorneys — 
Hawkins  &  Norton— and  recommend  that  the  sum  due — $651.60 — be  paid,  and  that 
said  amount  be  placed  in  the  appropriation  ordinance.  I  have  made  a  thorough 
examination  of  all  the  old  books,  vouchers,  records  and  contract,  and  find  the  city 
is  liable  for  the  full  amount.

He 
has  paid  this  sum  or  vault  cleaning  licenses,  and  asserts  that  the  ordinances  impos- 
ing the  same  are  illegal.  This  was  broaght  as  a  test  case,  but  judgment  was  ren- 
dered in  favor  of  the  city,  and  therefore  I  presume  this  will  be  the  end  of  this  class 
of  cases. 

2.  I  also  report  the  ca-e  of  Patsy  Patterson  vs.  The  City.  This  is  the  case  re- 
ported by  me  at  your  last  meeting  as  having  been  reversed  in  favor  of  the  city  by 
the  Supreme  Court.  Since  then  the  case  has  been  re-docketed,  and  the  original 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff — amounting  to  over  $1,000 — vacated,  and  a  judgment 
for  plaintiff  for  $310.19  formerly  rendered,  which  sum  I  recommend  be  placed  in 
the  next  appropriation  ordinance.  Out  of  this  sum,  however,  the  County  Treasurer 
will  retain  substantially  the  whole  sum  for  delinquent  taxes,  penalties,  &c,  due  the 
city  on  other  property  of  said  plaintiff,  since  ail  question  as  to  the  liability  of  said 
property  to  city  taxation  are  settled  in  this  suit.

•except  across  the  trestle  crossing  proposed  to  be  removed,  and  the  effect  of  its  re- 
moval would  be  to  cur,  them  off  from  their  railroad  connection.  They  further  rep- 
resent that  the  establishments  referred  to  are  necessarily,  in  the  conduct  of  their 
business,  compelled  to  use  this  crossing  at  this  season  of  the  year  almost  constantly 
both  day  and  night.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

His  Honor,  Caleb  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  delivered  the  following  address : 

Gentlement  of  the  Common  Council: 

This  is  perhaps  the  end  of  our  official  work  together.  As  your  presiding  officer, 
I  desire  to  say  a  few  parting  words. 

You  encountered  embarrassing  financial  questions  at  the  very  outset  of  your  term. 
The  Finance  Committee  at  once  determined  to  arrange  the  estimates  of  expendi- 
tures for  the  different  departments,  so  as  to  save  the  first  year  what  had  bet-n  lost 
throngh  the  outgoing  treasurer.  In  this  determination  you  all  heartily  joined. 
At  the  end  of  tha  year,  you  had  fully  accomplished  your  expressed  desires.  But 
at  that  time  the  County  Board  of  Equalization  had  added  even  a  greater  embar- 
rassment for  your  second  year,  by  reducing  the  values  theretofcre  placed  on  prop- 
erty for  the  purposes  of  taxation  by  the  Assessor,  and  thereby  largly  reducing  the 
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city's  revenues.  You  again  resolved  to  keep  the  expenses  within  the  city's  income,, 
and  you  have  fulfilled  that  pledge,  also.  Neither  have  needed  public  improve- 
ments been  abandoned  in  the  mean  time.  Tomlinson  Hall  was  completed  during^ 
your  first  year,  and  about  one-half  of  its  entire  cost  was  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
during  that  year.  The  new  Market  House  has  been  built  and  paid  for  entire  during 
your  term.  In  short,  over  one  hundrei  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  du- 
ring the  past  two  years  for  permanent  improvements  outside  of  the  usual  running 
expenses.  I  do  not  forget,  either,  that  thirty  thousand  dollars  of  the  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  temporary  loan  existing  when  you  took  charge,  has  been  paid  off. 
You  were  ably  seconded  in  all  your  efforts  by  ex- Treasurer  Miller,  who,  by  his 
diligence  succeeded  in  collecting  many  thousands  of  dollars  of  delinquent  taxes  that 
had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  for  years,  and  much  of  which  had  been  practically 
abandoned  by  his  predecessor. 

Of  course,  in  order  to  make  the  excellent  financial  showing  you  have,  some  de- 
partments of  the  city  government  have  not  been  as  well  cared  for  as  we  would  like 
to  have  seen"  done.  It  can  not  be  said,  however,  that  any  of  the  important  depart- 
ments have  been  seriously  neglected.  This  charge  could  be  more  nearly  applied 
to  you  concerning  the  Street  Repair  Department  than  any  other,  perhaps.  Force 
of  circumstances  has  competed  this,  however,  and  the  public  can  not  justly  censure 
you  for  this  seeming  neglect,  under  the  circumstances.  Indeed,  you,  as  well  as  our 
8treet  Commissioner,  deserve  credit  for  what  has  been  done  under  past  conditions. 

This  Council  has  had  a  number  of  very  important  matters  to  consider  and  pass 
upon.  In  all  such  cases,  you  have  been  patient  and  painstaking.  The  public  have 
sometimes  been  ready  to  criticise  in  the  beginning,  but  they  have  usually  been 
hearty  in  their  applause  at  the  end  of  your  work. 

Your  relations  with  the  other  legislative  branch  of  the  city  government,  have  at 
all  times  been  friendly,  and  very  few  instances  have  occurred  where  you  have  not 
been  able  to  settle  controverted  questions  on  terms  of.  satisfactory  compromise.  No 
annoying  misunderstandings  or  controversies  have  ever  occurred  between  this  body 
and  any  of  the  city  officers  or  boards  controlling  the  departments  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment. 

Your  conduct  toward  me  has  at  all  times  been  kind  and  forbearing.  I  hope  our 
relations  here  for  the  past  two  years  have  been  as  pleasant  to  you  all  as  they  have 
to  me.  I  regret  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  officially  sever  them.  From  those 
of  you  whose  terms  now  expire,  I  part  with  regret;  and  with  those  who  remain  for 
another  term,  I  renew  my  past  associations  with  pleasure. 

Councilman  Thalman  offered  the  following  motion ;  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted : 

That  the  thanks  of  the  Common  Council  be,  and  are  hereby,  tendered  to  Hon  " 
Caleb  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  for  his  uniform  kindness  and  his  able  and  impartial  rulings 
as  President  of  this  body.

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city  and  are  filling  a  necessary  want  long  felt,  as  is  shown  by  the  constant  demand 
for  the  hall  for  large  public  gatherings,  also  by  the  increased  patronage  of  our 
citizens  in  procuring  the  daily  supplies  of  lile  direct  from  the  producers,  thereby 
reducing  the  expense  of  living,  which  has  a  tendency  to  make  the  city  popular  as 
a  manufacturing  centre  and  enabling  the  workingman  to  save  more  of  his  earnings 
for  other  comforts  of  life.  These  buildings  besides  providing  desirable  places  for 
mf  etings  and  marketing,  are  bringing  in  a  handsome  revenue.  Several  important 
sewers  have  been  constructed  in  different  parts  of  the  city,  thereby  securing  proper 
drainage,  which  promotes  cleanliness  and  making  the  city  one  of  the  healthiest  in 
the  Union.     More  of  such  improvements  will  be  money  well  expended. 

Our  Fire  Department  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  erection  of  several  new 
engine  houses  and  improved  equipment.  By  judicious  management  and  discipline 
it  has  become  equal  to  the  best  in  the  country.  The  management  of  this  depart- 
ment has  been  so  efficient  that  I  deem  it  detrimental  to  the  city's  interest  to  make 
any  radical  changes. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Union  Depot  and  Viaduct  is  another  improvement 
which  should  not  be  over  looked  and  which  will  be,  when  completed,  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  country.  Our  city  is  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  railroad 
centers  of  the  nation,  and  with  the  new  Union  Depot  completed,  our  accommoda- 
tions for  the  traveling  public  can  not  be  surpassed.  The  Viaduct  will  give  to  the 
citizens  of  the  southside  facilities  for  reaching  our  business  centers  without  en- 
countering the  dangers  they  have  been  subject  to  in  the  past,  also  enabling  our 
manufacturers  to  do  their  shipping  without  encountering  unnecessary  delays  they 
have  been  compelled  to  experience  in  waiting  for  passing  trains. 

The  ordinance  for  the  introduction  uf  natural  gas  into  this  city  has  been  given  a 
great  deal  of  thought  and  consideration  by  this  body,  and  the  investigation  of  the 
subject  was  made  more  thorough  than  any  other  question  that  has  come  before  the 
Board  since  I  have  been  a  member.  The  ordinance  that  was  passed  seems  to  meet 
the  approval  of  a  large  majority  of  our  citizens,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this 
newly  discovered  product  of  nature  will  prove  a  very  great  benefit  to  this  com- 
munity. In  legislating  upon  this  important  subject,  this  Board  had  tried  to  do 
'equal  justice  to  the  producer  and  consumer,  and  any  change  in  the  ordinance  be- 
fore giving  it  a  fair  and  impartial  trial,  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  great  mistake. 
I  had  hoped  to  see  Washington  street  improved  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  a  credit 
to  a  city  of  this  size  and  importance  as  a  manufacturing  and  commercial  center. 
It  is  certainly  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  city  to  allow  it  to  remain  in  its 
present  condition. 

The  finances  of  the  city  have  been  managed  with  prudence  and  economy,  when 
you  consider  the  inadequate  amount  of  revenue  received  from  taxation  and  the 
many  calls  for  money  to  meet  actual  necessities.  Good  management  has  been 
shown  by  keeping  within  the  limits  of  our  ways  and  means.  The  city  certainly 
requires  more  money  for  its  running  expenses,  and  I  deem  it  expedient  to  urge 
upon  the  Legislature  at  its  next  session,  to  pass  a  bill  authorizing  an  increase  of 
taxation,  in  order  to  have  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  its  necessities  and  make  im- 
provements which  are  grently  needed  to  keep  this  city  apace  with  competing 
points.     Again,  gentlemen,  I  thank  you.
